To  the  Mayor*  Aldermen  and  IJounoillors 
of  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea, 


Mr,  Mayor*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Rewrt  for  the  year  in 

accordance  with  Circular  l/62,  dated  l8th  January*  1962, 

A hundred  years  ago,  namely  1861*  the  population  of  Swansea,  prior 
to  the  extensions  of  the  County  Borough,  was  41,606  according  to  the 
Census  taken  that  year.  In  April  1961,  another  Census  year,  the  popul- 
ation was  166,740,  the  highest  figure  ever  recorded  in  Swansea,  The 
estimated  mid-June  population  was  167,390,  an  increase  of  1,850  over  that 
of  the  previous  year. 

During  the  century,  when  viewed  in  retrospect,  some  very  interesting 
comparisons  are  observed  which  have  played  a very  important  part  in  commun- 
ity life.  In  1861  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  7*578,  with  an  aver- 

age of  5,30  persons  per  house.  On  the  1st  April  l96l,  the  number  of  in- 
habited houses  was  47*280,  with  an  average  of  3,5  persons  per  house. 

The  estimated  birth  rate  in  1861  was  45  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

In  1961  the  number  of  live  births  was  2,779,  an  inorease  of  41  over  that  of 
last  year.  This  gives  a re.te  of  16.6  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as 
compared  with  that  of  Englard  and  Wales  of  17,4,  The  drop  in  the  birth 
rate  in  1861  as  compared  with  that  of  I96l  is  considerable. 

The  estimated  infant  mortality  rate  in  1861  was  110  per  1,000  live 
births.  The  number  of  infant  deaths  this  year  was  58,  This  is  the  lowest 

number  ever  recorded  in  Swarsea,  and  gives  a rate  of  21;  that  for  EnglaM 
and  Wales  was  21,4, 

Neo-natal  deaths  have  also  continued  to  decline.  In  1958  the  figure 
was  59,  this  year  it  is  44, 

There  are  no  records  available,  unfortunately,  on  which  to  calculate 
the  stillbirth  rate  in  1861,  This  year,  I96l,  the  number  of  stillbirths 
was  73*  an  increase  of  18  as  compared  with  1960,  and  the  figure  gave  a 
stillbirth  rate  of  25,6  per  1,000  total  births,  whilst  that  for  England 
and  Wales  was  l8,7.  Of  the  73  stillbirths,  64  occurred  in  hospitals  and 
9 on  the  district.  To  draw  comparisons  between  hospital  and  home  confine- 
ments would  be  erroneous,  as  the  majority  of  expectant  mothers  who  are  ad- 
mitted to  hospital  for  their  confinements,  do  so  for  medical  or  obstetric 
reasons  or  both.  However,  in  view  of  the  stillbirth  rate  being  6,9  above 
the  national  average,  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  a survey  into  the  possible 
causes  of  stillbirth  and  this  will  be  reported  upon  in  next  year’s  report, 
as  the  survey  is  to  commence  in  1962, 

During  the  century,  one  also  sees  the  development  and  decline  of  indus- 
trial and  commercial  enterprises,  as  well  as  the  formation  of  others.  Follow- 
ing the  initial  demand  for  road  transport  facilities,  for  which  Agricultural 
Societies  were  largely  responsible  in  the  18th-Century,  the  canal  mania  came 
and  developed,  and  then  the  railway  mania  followed  causing  the  decline  of  the 
canal  system.  In  the  century  under  review,  we  have  seen  the  closing  of  the 
two  canals  in  Swansea  and  the  decline  of  the  railways*  and  have  lived  to  see 
the  return  of  road  transport.  The  wheel  of  change  has  come  full  circle,  and 
‘^in  the  past  few  decades,  with  the  profound  increase  of  road  traffic,  there 
has  been  a consequent  heavy  toll  of  life  and  numerous  accidents.  It  is  odd 
to  note  that,  in  the  early  years  of  the  century,  more  deaths  occurred  from 
smallpox  than  from  road  accidents.  To-day  the  reverse  nolds  true,  but  the 
knowledge  never  creates  the  same  degi'ee  of  panic  as  does  the  appearance  of 
smallpox  in  the  community. 
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Some  notable  events  during  the  century  concerning  the  health  of  the 
oommunity  in  Swansea  were  the  outbreak  of  yellow  fever  between  September 
15th  and  October  l3th,  186^  following  the  arrival  of  the  Heola,  a barque, 
from  Cuba,  when  22  people  were  taken  ill,  of  whom  15  died.  Then  in  AQ66 
there  occurred  the  third  visitation  of  cholera,  when  363  people  died. 

Between  187O  and  l8?2,  274  people  died  of  smallpox,  127  in  1870,  93  in  l87l, 
and  52  in  l872.  In  1902  there  were  187  cases  of  smallpox  of  which  33  died. 

In  1928  there  was  a smallpox  outbreak  in  the  Townhill  area  when  28  cases  were 
notified.  Of  this  number,  19  were  children  under  14  years  of  age  - all 
unvaccinated;  the  remainder  were  adults.  The  outbreak  was  of  a very  local- 
ised character.  There  was  not  a single  case  outside  the  Townhill  area. 

No  deaths  occurred.  The  last  case  of  smallpox  notified  in  Swansea  was  in 
1952*  He  was  a sailor  who  was  diagnosed  as  suffering  -''j.x  i the  disease  on 
arrival  at  the  port,  and  was  removed  the  same  day  to  the  Si..allpox  hospital. 

Between  August  and  September  1879,  64O  oases  of  enteric  fever  were 
diagnosed,  of  whom  58  died.  Suspicion  fell  on  the  water  supply  as  the 
cause  of  the  epidemic.  In  1885  another  epidemic  of  enteric  fever  occurred, 
involving  over  500  people,  of  whom  48  died.  In  this  instance  there  was  con- 
clusive proof  that  the  water  supply  was  the  cause  of  the  disease,

During  the  seventies,  eighties  and  nineties  of  the  last  century,  both 
scarlet  fever  and  measles  caused  many  deaths.  In  the  years  1898  and  1899, 

262  children  died  from  diphtheria,  but  happily  there  was  again  no  case  of 
diphtheria  in  l96l,  Tliis  is  due  to  the  diphtheria  immunisation  programme 
wliich  was  started  by  this  authority  during  1936, 

Returning  now  to  the  year  under  review,  in  Section  V of  this  report, 
reference  is  made  to  the  shortage  of  domiciliary  midwives.  The  shortage 
became  most  acute  in  September  and  October,  when  we  were  five  midwives  short, 
and  during  this  period  we  were  obliged  to  suspend  leave. 

During  the  year,  the  General  Nursing  Council  and  the  Central  Midwives 
Boaid  formulated  a scheme,  whereby  student  nurses,  during  their  general 
training,  should  be  afforded  opportunities  for  obstetric  training  at  the 
same  time.  Agreement  was  reached  between  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  this  Authority  to  put  the  scheme  into  operation,  and  accordingly 
the  students  attend  our  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics,  as  well  as  accompan- 
ying our  midwives  on  domiciliary  visits. 

Owing  to  the  fact  we  failed  to  obtain  a successor  to  the  Sister  Tutor  in 
charge  of  Part  II  Training  for  pupil  midwives,  our  school  had  to  close  on  the 
3lst  August  1961,  eifter  many  years  in  operation.  As  a result.  Part  II  Train- 
ing was  transferred  to  Morriston  Hospital,  but  the  pupils  continue  to  work  on 
our  districts. 

It  will  be  observed  in  the  substance  of  the  report  - again  Section  V - 
how  the  sale  of  welfare  foods  has  fallen  off. 

The  year  196I  was  einother  year  of  high  incidence  of  measles,  2,l60  cases 
being  notified.  This  was  the  highest  number  recorded  since  1958, 

This  year  saw  progress  being  continued  with  the  erection  of  the  first 
purpose  built  Home  for  the  Aged  to  accommodate  both  males  and  females.  The 
accommodation  is  for  60  people.  It  is  situated  in  a delightful  situation, 
with  a commanding  view  of  the  bay.  It  is  centrally  situated  to  *bus  routes 
and  adjacent  to  shops  and  post  office.  The  building  will  be  ready  for  occup- 
ation in  1962, 

In  October,  Thomas  Heurris  House  was  opened  by  the  Housing  Committee, 

The  property  has  12  flatlets.  The  occupants  are  selected  by  the  Health 
Department,  In  charge  of  them  is  a warden,  whose  salary  is  paid  by  the 
Health  Committee.  A contribution  was  also  made  towards  the  cost  of  furnish- 
ing and  equipping  the  communal  rooms  in  the  House.  Here  we  see  an  example 
of  two  Committees  assisting  in  a projeot  for  the  care  of  the  elderly.  Such 
a project  may  be  a forerunner  of  others. 
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The  co-ordination  and>oo-operation  between  the  voluntary  bodies  and 
the  Health  Department  is  of  a very  high  standing  and  is  ever  expanding, 
as  appertains  between  the  family  doctors,  the  hospital  services,  and  the 
department, 

A member  of  the  Local  Medical  Committee  attends  the  Health  Committee 
as  an  observer. 

Home  nursing  and  health  visiting  services  also  continue  to  expand,  so 
that  care  in  the  community  is  reaching  a high  standard.  The  District 
Nurses  made  82,901  domiciliary  visits,  mostly  to  people  in  the  65  and  over 
age  group,  who  were  chronic  sick.  Two  further  Oxford  Hoists  have  been 
added  to  the  equipment. 

As  mentioned  in  earlier  reports,  the  health  visitors,  eight  at  a time, 
as  part  of  the  expanding  service,  continue  to  attend  Cefn  Coed  Hospital 
once  a week,  for  case  discussions  and  seminaries  in  relation  to  mental  health, 
also  conferences  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic, 


During  the  year,  the  Health  Visitors  made  69,644  visits  to  people  in 
their  homes, 

V/ith  regaird  to  artificial  immunity,  the  acceptance  rate  for  diphtheria 
immunisation  in  1$6l  was  6l^.^c  of  the  0-14  age  group,  and  compares  well  with 


plaoent,  ihe  acceptance  rate  should  be  at  least  7^^,  On  the  other  hand, 
the  acoeptanoe  rate  for  whooping  cough  expressed  as  a percentage  of  live 
birth  rate  was  the  rate  for  Wales  being  and  England  and  Wales  6%, 

The  number  vaccinated  in  l96l  against  smallpox  was  1,836,  the  greatest 
number  being  done  in  those  under  1 year  old,  namely  1,256, 

The  percentage  of  children  bom  between  1943  and  lS6l  who  had  received 
tvi-o  injections  of  Salk  Vaccine  at  the  end  of  I96l  was  85^1.,  as  compared  with 
62  in  Wales'  and  82  in  England  and  Wales, 


In  regard  to  tuberculosis,  2,047  children  received  B,  C,G,  vaccination. 


as  compared  with  11,1/c  of  last  year,  a downward  trend, 

73  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year,  there  being 
40  mtiles  and  33  femedes.  Of  the  40  males,  39  had  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  of  the  33  females,  26  also  similarly  affected.  The  liighest  incidence 
of  males  was  in  the  45  ■"  5'5  age  group  and  of  the  females  in  the  20  - 25  age 
group.  During  the  year,  10,005  persons  attended  the  Static  Mass  Radiography 


In  regard  to  chiropody,  the  number  on  our  register  has  greatly  increased. 
At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  1‘igure  of  1,030  had  been  recorded,  which  is  in  j 
considerable  excess  of  the-  number  who  could  be  treated  adequately  at  regular  j 
intervals  of  two  months. 

During  the  year,  67  pidority  allocations  for  rehousing  on  medical  grounds 
were  nuide,  the  greatest  number  involved  being  for  tuberculous  patients,  viz,  | 


In  the  year,  439  patients  attended  Venereal  Disease  Centres  in  Swansea,  ■ 
10  for  syphilis,  97  for  gonorrhoea  and  332  for  other  venereal  conditions,  I 

Since  1951»  when  the  mileage  of  the  ambulance  seivice  was  233i283,  the 
mileage  of  the  vehicles  has  steadily  increased  until  it  is  now  3l8,080  carrying 
73,096  patients.

There  are  now  no  common  lodging  houses  registered  in  Swansea  pursuant 
to  Section  23  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  The  Public  Health  Act  1961 
came  into  force  this  year  amending  certain  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936.  Under  the  new  Act,  with  a view  of  preventing  the  spread  of  in- 
fectious diseases,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  any  district  may  give 
notice  in  writing  requiring  any  person  to  discontinue  his  work  and  it  is 
now  obligatory  on  the  Local  Authority  to  compensate  a person  idio  has  suffered 
any  loss  in  complying  with  their  request. 

Mr.  Stanley  Dixon,  M.So.,  F.R.I.C.,  who  had  been  Public  Analyst  to  this 
Authority  for  nineteen  years,  retired  at  the  end  of  June.  V/e  wish  him  a very 
long  and  happy  retirement  and  thank  him  moat  sinoerely  for  his  expert  services 
which  were  always  carried  out  in  a skilful  manner,  and  the  greatest  oourt- 

esy. 


I am  also  most  pleased  to  welcome  Dr.  L.B.  Coles  as  his  successor.  Dr. 

Coles  was  previously  the  Deputy  Publio  Analyst.  I have  every  confidence  that 
he  will  continue  in  the  tradition  which  has  been  well  set  by  his  predecessor. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  continued  help  and  support  throughout  the  year,  and  also  all  members 
of  the  staff  for  their  help  and  loyalty  throughout  an  exacting  year. 

I would  also  like  to  thark  my  medical  colleagues  and  the  Chief  Officers 
of  the  other  branches  of  the  Health  Service,  and  the  Chief  Officers  of  the 
Local  Authority  for  their  continued  co-operation.

Infectious  Diseases. 


There  were  2,585  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  dxiring  19^1 
as  compared  with  2,198  in  1960.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  increased 
measles  and  whooping  cough  notifications. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  thirteenth  successive  year,  there  was  no  notification  of 
diphtheria.  However,  I must  again  wam parents  in  the  strongest  possible 
terms  that  this  can  only  be  continued  if  they  co-operate  to  the  fullest 
extent  and  ensure  that  their  children  are  immunised. 

An  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  an  adjacent  area  early  in  the  year 
created  an  unusually  heavy  demand  for  vaccination  against  the  disease. 

Dysentery. 

The  number  of  notifications  during  the  year  was  87  as  compared  with  73 
last  year.  2^4  of  these  occuri'e4  during  the  first  quarter,  18  in  the 
second  quarter,  21  in  the  third  quarter,  and  4 in  the  fourth  quarter  of 
the  year. 

The  majority  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  Blaenymaes,  Portmead, 
Tovmhill,  Cwmbv/rla,  and  St.  Thomas  areas  amongst  school  children  and  pre- 
school age  children. 

Poli  omy  el  i t i s . 

Eight  cases  off  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year. 

One  of  these  was  a woman  aged  33  years  who  had  not  been  vaccinated.  In 
this  case  there  was  paralysis  of  severe  degree  of  the  upper  and  lower 
limbs  and  chest  muscles.  Six  others  also  had  not  been  vaccinated 
against  the  disease  and  three  suffered  paralysis  of  a severe  degree, 
two  of  moderate  degree,  and  one  slight  degree.  The  remaining  case,  a 
child  aged  four  years  had  previously  received  first,  second  and  booster 
vaccinations  and  there  wa^  paralysis  of  a mild  degree  of  the  ri^t  foot. 

A complete  recovery  was  made  in  this  case. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Eleven  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

In  one  outbreak  of  Salmonella  Dublin,  two  cases  were  notified;  in 
one  other  outbreak  which  was  bovis  morbificans,  tw'O  cases  were  notified 
vliilst  the  third  outbreak  was  Clostridium  v/elchii  in  which  4 cases  were 
involved,  one  of  which  resulted  in  a fatality.  The  remaining  three 
notifications  were  single  cases,  two  being  salmonella  meleagreadis  and 
one  Salmonella  Heidelburg.

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Welfare  Foods 


The  distribution  of  welfare  foods  has  been  the  responsibility  of  the 
local  health  authority  since  July  1954-.  Distribution  is  undertaken  at 
twelve  clinics  and  six  otTier  points  are  operated  by  voluntary  workers. 

Until  1st  June  196l>  expectant  mothers  and  young  children  could  obtain 
tokens  which  enabled  them  to  obtain  authorised  quantities  of  oremge  juice 
at  a bottle  and  cod  liver  oil  or  vitamin  tablets  free  at  Local  Health 
Authority  clinics  and  Welfare  Food  distribution  centres. 

In  accoruance  with  the  Welfare  Foods  (G-reat  Britain)  Amendment  Order 
1961,  welfare  foods  were  no  longer  subsidised  from  the  1st  June.  The 
Order  provided  for  Welfare  Foods  to  be  available  to  all  beneficiaries 
without  tokens  and  without  restriction  of  quantities  at  cost  prices  to 
be  determined  by  the  Minister.  Free  supplies  v/ere,  hov/ever,  to  be  avail- 
able in  authorised  quantities  against  tokens,  to  those  families  v^o  were 
eligible  for  free  supplies  of  welfare  mil<.  The  cost  prices  determined 
by  the  Minister  were:-  orange  juice  1s.  6d.  a bottle,  cod  liver  oil  1s.  Od. 
a bottle  and  vitamin  A and  D tablets  6d.  per  packet. 

I The  quantities  of  welfare  foods  distributed  during  l96l  is  given  below 
with  comparative  figures  for  the  two  previous  years.  The  change  in  policy 
from  June  is  certainly  reflected  in  the  figure  for  l96l.

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DOMICILIAR^^DVaFERY 


One  of  the  greatest  problems  in  maintaining  a satisfactory  domicil- 
iary midwifery  service  is  the  recruitment  and  retention  of  suitable 
qualified  staff. 

Our  establishment  of  practising  midwives  is  one  teacher  and  sixteen 
district  midwives. 

During  August  and  September  1961  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service 
experienced  a very  difficult  time  indeed  as,  vdth  resignations,  the  number 
of  practising  domiciliary  midwives  was  reduced  to  tv/elve.  Accordingly  it 
became  necessary  to  cancel  summer  leave,  in  order  to  continue  the  service. 

In  reporting  on  this  matter  to  the  Health  Committee  great  appreciation  was 
expressed  in  respect  of  the  co-operation  given  by  the  midvdves  remaining 
in  the  service. 

Advertisements  in  the  national  and  local  press  from  die  beginning  of 
April  v.ere  made  at  three  to  four  weekly  intervals  but  it  was  not  until  the 
end  of  September  that  we  were  successful  in  attracting  three  applicants. 

Two  of  these -v/ere  appointed^and  the  other  one  did  not  accept  the  terms  of 
the  appointmenjt. 

Midv/ifery  Training  Part  I. 

In  October'!  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  that  I had  made  arrange- 
ments v/ith  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  pupil  midv/ives 
training  at  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital  to  attend  the  Council's  clinics  in  order 
to  obtain  the  necessary  ante-natal  experience. 

Midvdfery  Training  Part  II. 

During  the  year  /eleven  pupils  completed  their  Pai’t  II  training. 

On  the  3l3t  August  19^1,  Miss  Hillman, v/ho  was  the  Sister  Tutor  in  charge 
of  the  District  Midwives  Horae  (Training)  at  Lion  Street,  left  to  take  up  a 
similar  appointment  in  the  South  East  London  Hospital.  Advertisements  in 
the  appropriate  journals  failed  to  attract  any  applicants. 

Temporary  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management 
Committee  for  continuation  of  training  for  the  pupils  who  were  due  to  commence 
at  36  Lion  Street  on  the  1st  September,  When  it  became  finally  evident  that 
v;e  were  unable  to  fill  the  vacant  post  of  Sister  Tutor  for  Part  II  Training 
of  Pupil  Midwives,  discussions  took  place  with  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee  and  terms  were  accepted  whereby  responsibility  for  the  general 
arrangements  of  tl)e  school  would  be  transferred  to  that  Committee  from  the 
1st  December  I96I,  provided  we  offered  fe.cilities  for  the  pupils  to  receive 
appropriate  district  training  under  the  care  of  approved  midwives  employed  by 
the  Council, 

The  Central  Midwives  Board  indicated  they  v/ould  raise  no  objection  to 
the  new  arrangement  provided  transport  facilities  would  be  available  to  take 
pupils  to  and  from  cases  at  all  times.  The  Glantawe  Hospital  Management 
Committee  stated  there  would  be  no  difficulty  regarding  transport. 

Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

In  1960  agreement  was  reached  betv/een  the  Central  Midwives  Board  and 
the  General  Nursing  Council  concerning  the  introduction  for  female  student 
nurses  of  r period  of  three  months  obstetrio  training  into  the  syllabus  of 
the  general  nurse  training.  Amendments  to  the  Midwives  Rules  1 955 
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giving  statutory  efYect  to  this  agreement  were  approved  by  the  Minister 
in  April  19^1  and  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  June  1561,  The  new 
Rules  prescribe  the  syllabus  for  the  three  months  course  of  obstetric 
nurse  training  and  provide  for  the  approval  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
of  institutions  and  teachers  of  student  nurses  undei^alcing  this  training. 
They  also  prescribe  a modified  syllabus  for  the  first  part  of  the  midwifery 
training  to  be  completed  in  a period  of  four  months  (in  place  of  the  usual 
six  months)  by  pupil  midwi.ves  who  are  registered  nurses  and  who  received 
three  months  obstetric  nurse  training  during  the  second  half  of  their 
training  as  student  nurses.

HOME  NURSIN&. 


During  the  year  82>901  visits  were  made  as  compared  with  82,500  last 
ysar#  A decreased  niimber  of  visits  was  made  to  nursing  mothers  discharged 
from  maternity  units  in  whj.oh  infection  had  occurred,  and  in  the  number  of 
visits  to  tuberculous  patients  by  virtue  of  diminished  need. 

The  highest  number  of  patients  attended  by  the  Service  during  the  year 
was  in  the  65  and  over  age  group,  the  majority  of  whom  were  chronic  sick, 
but  when  compared  with  last  year's  figures,  there  was  a considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  visits  to  these  patients  althOu^  the  actual  number  of  cases 
was  slightly  less. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Nurse  is  very  wide  and  varied,  and  her  day  to  day 
duties  usually  include  such  matters  as  injections,  dressings,  preparation  for 
abdominal  x.raySf  wash-outs,  douches  eto.,  besides  general  oare  and  super- 
vision. By  her  service  many  patients  who  would  otherwise  require  institut- 
ional care  3an  remain  in  their  own  homes.  In  one  area  a young  widowed  mother 
of  three  ohildren,  who  suffers  from  disseminated  sclerosis,  is  enabled  to  stay 
at  home  with  her  ohildren  with  the  co-operation  of  her  family,  provision  of  a 
wheel  chair,  a home  help,  and  the  daily  attendance  of  a district  nurse. 
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The  two  further  Oxford  Hoists  have  been  a welcome  addition  to  the 
list  of  equipment  and  have  proved  invaluable  in  the  nursing  of  heavy  patients, 
G-enerally  this  setvioe  works  very  smoothly  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  all 
who  have  to  avail  themselves  of  it.  The  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the 
district  nurse  and  the  fand-ly  dcctor  is  excellent.

Vaccination  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Coupji« 

An  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  Neath  created  an  almost  unprecedented 
demand  for  vaccination  against  the  disease  in  Sv/ansea,  2,383  primary 
courses  and  3»367  reinforcing  doses  were  given  in  the  first  six  months 
as  against  1,1 62  primaries  and  126  boosters  in  the  second  half  of  the 
year. 


The  acceptance  rate  as  a result  went  up  to  64%  for  the  0-14  age 
group.  This  is  an  increase  of  1,9  over  i960  and  agein  compares  well 
v/ith  the  rates  for  Wales  (5C^0  England  and  Wales  (5l/0» 

In  September,  Circular  26/61  (Wales)  brought  the  attention  of  Local 
Health  Authorities  to  current  advice  received  by  the  Minister  ^rom  the 
^Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee,  The  main  import  of  the  Committee's 
advice  was  that  the  risk  of  provoking  poliomyelitis  by  the  use  of  combined 
antigens  has  lessened,  the  Formol  Toxoid  should  no  longer  be  regarded  as 
suitable  for  the  vaccination  of  children  except  in  combination  with  an 
adjuvant, and  also  presented  two  suggested  schedules  of  immunisation  for 
the  guidance  of  doctors. 

In  the  light  of  this  advice,  it  is  intended  to  introduce  the  use  of 
combined  antigens  in  Swansea  in  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  injections 
needed  by  each  child.  When  the  new  schedules  and  antigens  are  taken  into 
use  protection  against  tetanus  will  be  available  for  Swansea  children, as  it 
is  proposed  to  use  triple  antigen  (vaccine  v/hich  gives  protection  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus) .

59/0  (the  number  of  children  born  in  196O  or  1961,  vaccinated  during  1961 
and  expressed  as  a percentage  of  the  live  births  during  the  12  months  ending

Vaccination  against  Poliom:yeliti3 


Vaccine* 


Salk  vaccine  continued  in  general  use  during  1961  although  in  April 
the  Minister  of  Health  informed  all  Local  Aijthorities  xhat  stocks  of  oral 
vaccine  were  available  for  use  as  an  emergency  measure  in  the  control  of 
serious  out-breaks  of  poliomyelitis.  This  oral  vaccine  contsdns  living 
attenuated  virus  and  is  prepared  from  batches  of  Sabin* s strains  of  each 
of  the  three  types  of  poliovirus.  It  functions  by  interfering  with  the 
natural  spread  of  disease-producing  strains  of  the  virus  and  to  be  effect- 
ive sho\ild  be  administered  to  the  largest  possible  number  of  people  in  the 
locality  of  the  outbreak  within  a maximum  period  of  10  days.  This  vaccine 
Was  used  during  October  in  Hull  to  protect  the  commionity  from  the  possibil- 
ity of  an  epidemic. 

In  October  the  Minister  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  that  he  had 
been  further  advised  by  the  Joint  Committee  that  Sabin  (oral)  vaccine  could 
be  used  safely  and  effectively  for  primary  vaccination  but#  pending  further 
study,  it  should  not  be  used  for  boosting  immunity  already  conferred  by 
injections  of  Salk  vaccine.  This  policy  was  amended  in  this  last  respect 
early  in  1962.

Extension  of  the  Scheme. 

Circular  l5/6l  (Wales)  dated  12th  April  1961  i^ormed  all  V.elsh  Local 
Authorities  that  the  Joint  Committee  on  Poliomyelitis  had  recommended,  in 
view  of  the  markedly  greater  lisk  of  infection  to  which  children  in  school 
are  exposed,  that  a reinforcing  fourth  dose  should  be  offered  to  children, 
when  entering  school  (normally  at  the  age  of  five)  and  also  to  children  of 
five  and  over  already  at  school  who  have  not  reached  the  age  of  twelve. 
This  should  be  given  not  earlier  than  one  year  after  the  third  and  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible.

At  the  end  of  December  1961»  47>713  Swansea  persons  had  received  three 
injections  ani  of  that  number  12*892  had  also  received  the  fourth  injection 
for  which  they  were  eligible,  viAiile  l66  were  waiting  for  their  primary 
injection. 

The  percentage  of  Swansea  children  born  between  1943  and  1961  who  had 
received  two  injections  at  the  end  of  1961  was  85  as  compared  with  82  in 
Wales  and  82  in  England  and  Wales. 

In  June,  the  Minister  of  Health  spoke  on  television  in  an  effort  to 
encourage  wider  acceptance  of  vaccination.  In  response  to  his  exhortation, 
this  Authority  opened  a vaccination  centre  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  from 
21st  June  to  4th  August,  staffed  by  general  practitioners  employed  on  a 
sessional  basis.  Appointments  were  sent  out  for  children  due  for  fourth 
injections  and  eligible  jpersons  due  for  primary  or  booster  injections  were 
invited  by  press  publicity  to  attend.  Minor  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis 
in  various  parts  of  the  country  gave  added  impetus  to  the  scheme. 

A temporary  national  shortage  of  Salk  vaccine  in  August  led  to  the 
closing  down  of  our  special  clinic  and  restriction  of  vaccination  to  certain 
priority  groups.  Fourth  injections  were  discontinued  altogether  for  the 
time  being.

Vehicles. 

Dxjring  1S60  the  complement  of  vehicles  was  increased  by  two,  namely 
eleven  arabxilances  and  five  sitting  case  cars  (each  of  which  can  be  con- 
verted to  take  a stretcher  case  should  it  be  necessary)  • There  were 
five  renewals  of  vehicles  during  I961  (three  ambulances  and  two  sitting 
case  cars)  • 

Radio. 

All  sixteen  vehicles  are  equipped  with  a two-way  radio  communication# 
''Personnel. 

The  number  of  personnel  was  increased  by  two,  making  a totax  of 
thirty-eight  in  order  that  the  lt-2  hour  week  could  be  operated. 

Depot. 


At  the  December  meeting  of  my  Committee  I drew  attention  to  the  fact 
that,  in  December  1960,  the  Borou^  Architect  had  submitted  plans  to  the 
Health  Committee  on  the  proposed  Ambulance  Service  Headquarters  at  Derwen 
Fawr;  the  scheme  included  ambulance  service  administrative  control  offices, 
public  mortuary.  Chapel  of  Rest,  and  disinfestation  station.  The  Council 
approved  the  scheme  in  principle  and  provision  was  made  in  the  financial 
estimates  for  1961/62.  The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  had  no  observations  to 
make  on  the  proposed  ambulance  depot  administrative  block  other  than  the 
few  minor  observations  by  their  technical  officer  and  approval  in  principle 
to  our  proposals  for  the  Public  Mortuary,  Chapel  of  Rest  and  Disinfestation 
Station  had  been  given  by  the  Welsh  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  The  Borou^  Architect  had  been  requested  to  prepare 
working  drawings  for  the  whole  scheme  but  the  project  could  not  commence- 
during  the  current  financial  year. 

Pending  the  completion  of  this  scheme,  two  matters  of  urgency  arose. 

The  first  was  the  temporary  Nissen  Huts  at  Derwen  Fawr  were  deterior- 
ating and  it  became  necessary  for  major  overhauls  of  both  the  control  and 
crew  rooms'  roofs  to  make  them  wind  and  weather  tight. 

Secondly  the  Borough  Engineer  informed  me  that  the  Public  Mortuary  at 
the  Strand  would  have  to  be  vacated  during  1962.  I was  authorised  to  con- 
fer with  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee  with  a view  to  making 
temporary  arrangements  for  this  authority  to  use  the  mortuaries  at  the 
local  hospitals. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  alternative  sites  for  these  projects  have  been 
agreed  upon  and  they  are  included  in  our  Capital  Building  Programme  for  the 
financial  year  1963/64. 

General. 


At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  I also  reported  on 
the  increased  demands  on  the  Ambulance  Service'  as  follows: - 

**  I am  concerned  at  the  length  of  time  v/hich  patients  have  to  wait 
for  ambulances,  particularly  at  Swansea  Hospital  and  the  new  Out-patients 
Department  at  Singleton.  Further  patients  from  Morris  ton  Hospital  are 
sent  to  Swansea  Hospital  for  deep  x.ray  therapy;  "these  patients  are 
usually  very  sick  cases  who  should  be  returned  immediately  after  treatment, 
which  does  not  take  very  long. 
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The  following  figures  speak  for  themselves  and  show  quite  clearly 
the  mailed  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  carried  and  miles  travelled 
during  the  last  12  years.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  has  been  between  12C^0  to’ 
while  the  increase  in  mileage  has  been  about  2^c.  The  increased  mileage 
has  been  kept  to  a minimum  by  the  introduction  of  radio  telephone  and 
grouping  of  patients. 

During  the  same  period  the  outpatient  attendances  at  Swansea  Clinics 
at  Swansea,  Morriston,  Mount  Pleasant  Hospitals,  the  Chest  Clinic,  the  nev/ 
Out-patient  Department  at  Sin^eton  have  increased  from  79»349  in  1949  to 
125»593  in  19^0,  the  last  year  for  which  full  figures  have  been  published. 
Also  total  casualty  attendances  at  Swansea  and  Morriston  Hospitals  have 
varied  between  39»000  and  45>000  per  annum. 

With  our  present  establishment  of  vehicles  and  men  we  are  at  satur- 
ation point.  Serious  consideration  must  be  given  to  an  increase  in 
vehicles  and  staff.  Amongst  the  patients  carried  at  the  two  peak  periods 
during  the  day,  viz.  08.30  - 10.30  and  2.45  “ 4.45  are  the  spastic  children 
at  Morriston  and  West  Cross  Nursery.  An  average  of  22  patients  per  day 
are  conveyed  to  and  from  these  establishments  and  three  ambulances  are 
used  for  this  purpose. 

You  may  consider  that  alternative  arrangements  be  made  in  this 
connection,  in  which  case  a further  trial  .period  can  then  be  undertaken 
with  our  present  establishment  of  vehicles  and  men. 

One  further  point  I should  also  like  to  mention  which  has  a bearing 
on  delays  that  occur,  particularly  with  regard  to  out-patients,  and  that 
is  the  congestion  on  the  road  which  has  become  most  apparent  especially 
during  peak  periods.  First  priority  is  given  tc  aooidents  and  emergencies, 
then  hospital  admissions." 


I recommended  that  the  number  of  vehicles  be  increased  by  four  vehicles 
viz.  3 Ambulances  and  1 Sitting  Case  Cary  and  further  that  the  establishment 
for  drivers  be  aooordin^y  increased  by  four. 

My  recommendations  were  approved  by  the  Health  Committee  but  subsequently 
taken  out  at  the  Budget  Committee  on  economy  grounds.

Two  Health  Visitors  attend  ward  rounds,  consultations  and  out- 
patients at  the  looal  hospitals,  in  order  to  provide  any  necessary  infor- 
mation regarding  the  environmental  and  social  conditions  of  the  patient 
about  to  be  discharged*  Further,  they  impart,  the  advice  given  about 
treatment  etc*,  to  the  district  health  visitors,  in  order  that  they  can 
8upez*vlse  the  patients  on  discharge  in  conjunction  with  the  family  doctor 
and  see  that  the  patients  carry  out  the  advice  they  have  been  given  at 
hospital* 
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Problem  Families 


The  position  remains  much  the  same.  No  new  cases  were  handed  over 
to  the  Specialist  Problem  Family  Health  Visitor  from  the  Area  Health 
Visitor  but  she  continued  to  pay  frequent  visits  to  those  problem  fam- 
ilies already  notified  to  her.  There  was  no  appreciable  change  in  the 
ccndition  of  these  families  who  vdll  need  constant  supervision  for  a 
long  period. 


Night  Attendance  Service. 

27  patients  were  serviced  during  the  year  and  the  total  nunber  of 
visits  paid  was  297#  ranging  in  frequency  from  attendance  for  one  night 
to  several  weeks.  Of  the  27  patients#  10  died,  10  were  admitted  to 
hospital#  and  7 became  convalescent.  The  service  is  an  emergency  one 
and  has  proved  itself  both  valuable  and  necessary.  The  majority  of  the 
number  of  patients  serviced  were  elderly  patients  who  were  ill,  living 
alone,  waiting  admission  to  hospital. 

The  night  attendants  are  engaged  as  casual  workers  and  there  is 
constant  difficulty  in  maintaining  a panel  as  the  work  fluctuates  a 
great  deal,  being  sometimes  extremely  busy,  and  at  other  times  very 
light. 

The  majority  of  cases  serviced  were  on  the  minimum  charge  of  2/6d. 
per  night. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES 


Auxiliary  Clinic, 

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  the  total  attendances  during 
the  year.  This  is  due  to  a reduction  in 'the  number  of  patients 
referred  from  Ante-natal  Clinics  and  reflects  the. smaller  attendances 
at  Ante-natal  Clinics.  There  was  no  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  early  Syphilis  nor  of  Gonorrhoea. 

One  new  case  of  Syphilis  was  seen  during  the  year,  and  six  old 
patients  returned  for  treatment  during  pregnancy.  Five  of  these  were 
confined  during  1 961  and  two  patients  treated  in  1 %0  were  confined  in 
1961.  Of  these  seven  babies,  three  were  found  to  be  free  from 
specific  disease,  two  defaulted  before  having  blood  tests  and  two  were 
born  late  in  the  year,  so  had  not  been  tested.  Five  patients  were 
kept  under  observation.  No  case  of  Congenital  Syphixis  was  treated 
during  the  year.

Of  the  682  cases  serviced,  396  had  received  help  prior  to  1961. 

438  were  elderly  people. 

The  establishment  remained  at  the  equivalent  of  62  full-time  home 
helps,  27  full-time  and  63  part-time  workers.  The  demand  for  service 
far  exceeded  the  help  available,  and  the  strictest  priority  had,  therefore, 
to  be  adhered  to.  Many  applicants  had  to  be  refused  help  altogether,  and 
rely  on  their  own  relatives  and  neighbours. 

Absenteeism  is  still  a problem  vdth  this  staff,  who  are  composed 
largely  of  married  women  with  families. 
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SECTION  VI. 


MENTAL  HEALTH. 


During  1961  the  gradual  change  of  policy  in  the  implementation  of 
the  Mental  Health  Act,  not  only  with  regard  to  compulsory  admissions,  but 
also  to  informal  admissions,  has  brought  about  a close  collaboration  in 
mental  health  work  between  hospital,  local  authority,  general  practitioner 
and  volvmtary  services,  , 

Some  interesting  points  have  emerged  over  a period  of  12  months  and 
these  are  worthy  of  mention, 

1,  Family  doctors  are  making  full  use  of  Consultant  Psychiatrists  for 

domiciliary  visits  to  their  patients  either  by  direct  communication 
or  via  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers.  This  results  in  an  expert 

opinion  in  the  management  of  cases  in  their  own  homes  or  a recommend- 
ation for  admission  to  hospital  at  an  appropriate  time. 

2.  The  majority  of  informal  patients  are  seen  beforehand  at  either  Out- 
patients* clinics  or  at  home  by  the  Psychiatrists. 

3,  The  close  liaison  between  the  hospital  and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
has  allov/ed  a flexibility  in  the  admission  of  some  informal  patients, 
when  it  is  not  necessary  or  convenient  to  request  a home  visit  by  the 
Psychiatrist.  The  family  doctors  are,  of  course,  always  consulted 
and  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  work  in  the  closest  co-operation  with 
them  and  the  hospital. 

4.  There  is  a substantial  increase  of  out-patient  activity  both  at  Cefn 
Coed  Hospital  and  the  New  Singleton  Hospital. 

5.  Short  periods  of  in-patient  treatment  seems  to  be  the  vogue  so  that 
more  close  supervision  in  the  community  has  had  to  be  applied  to  cope 
T/ith  patients  who  have  been  discharged  after  only  an  initial  period  of 
treatment.  This  has  been  quite  a challenge  to  the  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  who  have  responded  well  with  the  limited  facilities  at  their 
disposal  for  such  a gigantic  task. 

6,  The  readmission  rate  has  increased  probably  because  the  social  and 
economic  environment  to  which  the  patient  returns  is  inadequate  to 
meet  his  or  her  needs,  after  a short  period  of  treatment  as  an  in- 
patient. This  implies  that  treatment  and  social  care  are  not  to  be 
regarded  as  separate  processes,  but  as  a part  of  an  integrated  service 
by  means  of  which  each  patient  may  progress  towards  eventual  resettle- 
ment in  the  community.  Hostels  and  sheltered  v/orkshops  are  but  two 
additional  provisions,  which  can  help  the  patient  along  this  path. 


V/eekly  Case  Conferences  are  continuing  for  the  Mental  V/elfare  Officers, 
and  a secord  group  of  Health  Visitors  are  receiving  in-service  training  in 
the  mental  health  field.  The  first  half  of  the  meeting  is  organised  as  a 
group  discussion  under  the  direction  of  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  from 
Cefn  Coed  Hospital,  The  remainder  of  the  meeting  is  dealt  with  the  Consult- 
ant Psychiatrist  who  guides  the  social  workers  in  their  handling  of  patients 
in  their  own  homes.  Monthly  films  followed  by  discussions  are  also  a feat- 
ure of  the  training. 

The  Social  Club  is  now  a thriving  concern  with  a membership  of  60. 

A keen  interest  is  taken  in  the  organisation  of  aotivities  by  the  members 
themselves,  but  a Mental  V/elfare  Officer  is  in  attei'dance  at  each  weekly 
meeting,  and  a Consultant  Psychiatrist  is  available  for  advice. 

Since  the  Suicide  Act  became  law  on  August  3rd  1961,  suicide  and 
attempted  suicide  are  no  longer  criminal  offences.  The  Act  brings  about 
a reform  urged  in  recent  years  both  in  and  out  of  Parliament,  Yery  quickly 
after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  circulars  to 
Local  Health  Authorities,  Regional  Boards  and  Hospital  Committees  contedning 


advice  and  an  informative  noteto  Executive  Councils  for  the  guidance  of 
general  medical  practitioners.  The  importance  of  ensuring  that  cases  of 
attempted  suicide  shall  receive  psychiatric  investigation  is  urged, 
no  one  should  be  discharged  from  in-patient  treatment  in  hospital  or  from 
a casualty  department  vdthout  it.  Local  authorities  are  asked  to  co- 
operate by  providing  any  necessary  care  and  after-care  in  the  community, 
General  practitioners  with  patients  who  have  attempted  suicide  but  not 
received  treatment  in  hospital  will,  it  is  suggested,  need  to  consider 
whether  psychiatric  treatment  is  necessary,  and  whether  the  help  of  the 
local  authority  through  its  mental  health  or  other  services  should  be 
enlisted. 

The  Swansea  and  District  Association  for  Mental  Health  was  formed 
following  a Public  Meeting  held  at  The  Guildhall  in  September  The 

object  of  this  association  is  to  promote  mental  health  in  every  way  possible, 
and  some  of  its  activities  will  be  directed  towards  providing  a focus  for 
information,  research,  education  and  propaganda,  as  well  as  encouraging 
suitable  persons  to  seek  training  for  work  in  the  field  of  mental  health. 

The  so  long  envisaged  Hospital  Day  Centre  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Welsh  Hospital  Board  and  the  Nuffield  Hospital  Trust  was  ready  to  cater 
for  patients  on  the  I5th  November  19^1,  The  sharing  of  the  Centre  by  the 
local  authority  mental  health  workers  and  hospital  staff  engaged  in  day- 
patient  treatment  is  mutually  educative  and  operates  to  the  advantage  of 
the  patients.  The  Mental  V/elfare  Officers  can  readily  consult  the  hospital 
Psychiatrists  and  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  on  problems  arising  in  their 
work,  and  can  contribute  to  the  substantial  amount  of  social  work  needed  in 
day-patient  treatment.  The  Weekly  Case  Conferences  as  well  as  the  Social 
Club  are  continuing  at  the  Day  Centre, 

This  is  a place  where  those  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  mental 
health  and  the  treatment  of  mental  illness  combine  knowledge  and  resources 
to  prevent  mental  illness,  and  to  help  many  in  dealing  with  mental  and 
emotional  difficulties  for  which  in-patient  treatment  would  otherwise  be 
needed. 

The  staff  of  the  unit  is  drawn  mainly  from  the  Psychiatric  Hospital 
and  Swansea  Local  Authority,  and  it  is  envisaged  that  G-eneralPractiti oners 
will  participate  in  the  near  future  in  group  therapy  and  case  conferences. 
There  are  also  in  attendance  instructors  in  pottery,  cai*pentry,  painting, 
and  housecraft,  who  are  drawn  from  local  educational  institutions.  The 
regular  staff  look  forward  to  substantial  assistance  from  voluntary  bodies 
when  the  unit  is  more  established. 

The  service  aims  at;  - 

1,  Reducing  the  admissions  to  Cefn  Coed  Hospital  by  treating  some 
patients  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Day  Hospital,  would  require 
in-patient  treatment, 

2,  Shortening  the  duration  of  in-patient  treatment  by  accepting 
patients  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Day  Hospital,  would  not  be 
ready  for  discharge  from  Cefn  Coed  Hospital. 

3.  Attempting  to  treat  those  patients  for  whom  in-patient  treatment  may 
not  be  appropriate  and  whose  main  need  is  for  help  in  dealing  with 
problems  arising  in  the  home,  or  at  work,  and  for  whom  in-patient 
treatment  is  often  a temporary  escape  and  a therapeutically  unsatis- 
factory expedient, 

4.  Building  a team  composed  of  hospital  staff,  local  authoiity  mental 
health  workers,  and  family  doctors  who  will  acquire  experience  of 
working  with  members  of  other  social  services  who,  from  time  to  time, 
have  to  deal  with  mental  health  problems. 
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Future  developments  include  greater  participation  by  the  Local  Author- 
ity mental  health  workers  in  the  day-patient  programme*  and  involvement  of 
the  hospital  medical  and  nursing  staff  in  the  evening  social  therapy  activ- 
ities for  out-patients,  and  those  having  community  care  support. 

The  road  back  to  health  can  be  made  miuch  more  comfortable  for  those 
^ho  have  suffered  mental  illness  if  mental  health  became,  in  practice* 
Everybody’s  Business.

There  are  two  Training  Centres  for  the  mentally  sub-normal.  These 
are:- 

(A)  Broadway  House,  Sketty. 

A Training  Centre  for  boys  and  girls  up  to  the  age  of  16  years. 

It  is  sub-divided  to  provide  accommodation  for  young  women  in  the 
form  of  a Handicrait  Class. 

This  magnificent  new  building,  which  was  opened  in  Maroh  , 
i960,  has.^been  specially  designed  for  the  purpose  and  is  well 
equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils  and  staff.  It  is 
situated  in  semi -rural  surroundings  and  can  accommodate  100 
pupils. 

The  pleasant  and  intimate  atmosphere  of  the  Centre  is  an 
encouragement  to  the  staff  in  their  efforts  to  help  the  pupils 
to  develop  their  mental  and  physical  capacities  to  the  fuJjjlest 
extent. 

Type  of  training  undertaken: - 

Occupation  Centre  - Elementary  3'Rs.  - sense  training  - 

habit  training  - speech  training  - 
physical  training  and  organised  games  - 
percussion  band  - mtisical  games  and 
action  songs  - clay  modelling  - 
elementary  handwork. 

Handicraft  Centre  _ Simple  cookery  and  laundry.  Patients 

now  bring  their  own  ingredients  for. 
cooking  and  take  home  the  finished 
product.  They  derive  great  pleasure 
from  this,  particularly  making  their 
Christmas  cakes.  Rug  making,  embroidery, 
stool  making,  raffia  work  etc.,  are  also 
carried  out. 

Elementary  reading  aiA  writing  are  also 
part  of  the  curriculum. 


(b)  Industrial  Centre,  St.  Catherine’s  Schoolroom,  Clifton  Row. 

This  Centre  accommodates  sub-normal  males  over  the  age  of  l6  years 
and  is  run  on  the  lines  of  a non-profit  making  workshop.  The  standard 
of  work  is  high  and  the  pupils  are  well  trained  in  varying  degrees  of 
occupational  therapy  according  to  their  ability. 

Type  of  training  undertaken:  - 

Boot  and  shoe  repairs  for  Homes  for  the  Aged,  Part  III 
Accommodation  and  Children's  Department.  Cutting  or 
bundling  firewood  for  Clinics  and  Homes  for  the  Aged  etc., 
mending  boxes  for  a nearby  firm  and  making  some  equipment 
for  the  Junior  Training  Centre;  i*ug  and  mat  making,  rubber 
link  mats,  basket  work,  brush  making,  picture  framing,  fret 
work,  stools,  dog  leads,  chamois  and  dish  mops,  furniture 
repairs,  artificial  flw/ers,  Christmas  crackers  and  gardening. 
Physical  training  and  organised  games  as  well  as  lessons  in 
social  behaviour,  elementary  reading  and  writing,  speech 
training,  handling  of  money,  telling  the  time  and  the  Highway 
Code. 

It  is  considered  that  5 years  training  at  the  Centre  is  essential 
for  those  potentially  suitable  for  work  in  open  industry.  During  196I1 
4 men  were  found  employment,  making  a total  of  14  in  the  last  8 years. 
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Scout  Troop, 

The  Scout  Troop  formed  in  195S  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent 
and  one  of  the  Assistant  Supervisors  is  firmly  established.  The  men  are 
equipped  with  uniforms  and  other  items  necessary  for  their  training.  Ocassion- 
al  week-end  rambles  are  enjoyed  by  the  Scouts  and,  in  August,  another  week's 
camping  holiday  at  Pontneathvaughan  was  undertaken  which  was  a great  success. 
They  were  supervised  by  members  of  the  Industrial  Centre  staff  and  their  wives, 
who  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  their  voluntary  v/oik. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

The  dinners  at  botii  Centres  have  been  provided  bj  the  School  Meals  Service 
since  the  9th  September  1957.  The  males  and  females  attending,  who  are  over 
^6  years  of  age,  are  provided  with  free  meals.  The  parents  of  the  children 
under  16  years  of  age  are  expected  to  pay  for  the  meals,  but  allowances  are 
made  in  necessitous  cases. 

Transport  Facilities. 

Most  of  the  adult  males  and  females  attending  the  respective  Centres  have 
been  trained  to  proceed  to  and  from  the  Centres  on  their  own  initiative.  Season 
tickets  or  travel  vouchers  are  issued  to  then  for  free  travel  on  -tine  'buses. 
Children  are  conveyed  to  and  from  the  Centre  by  two  private  coaches  hired  by 
the  Department.  Teachers  act  as  guides  to  ensure  the  comfort  and  safety  of 
the  pupils. 

Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

All  pupils  attending  the  Centres  are  medically  examined  annually,  and  they 
receive  dental  treatment  and  treatment  for  minor  ailments  at  the  clinic.  Those 
attending  Broadv/ay  House  are  visited  periodically  for  hygiene  inspection  by  the 
School  Nurse. 

The  Speech  Therapist  is  visiting  Broadv/ay  House  as  often  as  possible  and 
the  teachers  are  carrying  out,  daily,  the  instruction  given  to  the  pupils. 

Holidays. 

The  Centres  are  closed  for  similar  periods  as  the  Primary  Schools. 

Pocket  Money. 

The  males  and  females  over  16  years  of  age,  in  addition  to  their  midday 
meal  and  'bus  tokens,  are  provided  with  weekly  pocket  money.  The  sum  varies 
from  2/6d.  to  7/6d.,  as  a token  for  good  behaviour,  regular  attendance  and 
the  efficiency  displayed  in  the  training  and  work. 

Glamorgan  County  Council  Cases. 

Included  in  the  numbers  of  Swansea  patients  quoted  as  receiving  training 
in  the  Centres  are  12  patients  from  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  area,  the 
cost  being  borne  by  that  Authority. 

Miscellaneous. 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  pupils  attending  both 
Centres  to  go  on  a Summer  Picnic,  to  have  a Christmas  Party,  and  to  visit 
the  Pantomime. 

A most  impressive  Harvest  Thanksgiving  Service  was  held  at  Broadway 
House,  the  service  being  conducted  by  Rev.  F.  Secombe,  Mayor's  Chaplain, 
ani  attended  by  His  V/orship  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress.  The  parents  were 
invited  to  be  present  and  most  of  them  accepted  the  invitation.  All  the 
items  were  contributed  by  the  children,  and  it  was  most  delightful  to  hear 
them  sing  and  recite  harvest  pieces.  V/e  were  also  fortunate  to  have  the 
services  of  Mr.  Ivor  Owen,  the  Municipal  Director  of  Music,  who  accompanied 
the  pupils  on  the  piano.

There  are  2 female  and  7 male  sub-normal  patients  awaiting  urgent 
admission  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals*  We  are  always  assured  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  place  them  as  soon  as 
possible#  but  vacancies  are  very  few  and  far  between*  The  cases  who  require 
supervision  receive  the  benefits  of  care  and  after-care#  and  those  who  are 
suitable  are  advised  regarding  employment  through  consultations  between  the 
Supervising  Officer  and  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer*  Cases  on 
Leave  are  also  helped  in  this  way  regarding  suitable  employment*  There  is 
very  close  co-operation  between  the  Mental  Health  Section  of  the  department# 
the  National  Assistance  Board  and  Ministry  of  Labour* 

Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  with  regard  to  the  training,  occup- 
ation and  general  welfare  of  the  mentally  sub-normal  living  in  the  community* 

Swansea  Mentally  Handicapped  Assooiation* 

This  Association  formed  by  the  parents  of  children  suffering  from 
mental  handicap  is  now  well  established#  and  there  is  the  utmost  harmony 
between  the  Association  and  the  Department,  which  is  most  beneficial  to 
the  children  themselves. 

A keen  interest  is  taken  by  parents  in  this  woik,  and  appreciation  is 
shown  in  many  practical  ways  by  the  number  of  items  they  have  supplied  to 
the  Centres. 

This  is  an  example  of  the  spirit  existing  between  the  voluntary  and 
statutory  bodies.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  ^9hQ. 
(V/ELFARE  SERVICES). 


The  year  1%1  can  be  looked  upon  as  a year  of  developments.  We  are  not 
complacent  and  self-satisfied  with  the  structure  and  extent  of  the  social  ser- 
vices nationally  or  locally*  but  the  aim  is  ever  to  profit  by  our  experiments. 

More  than  a decade  has  passed  since  the  inception  of  the  National  Assist- 
ance Act  1%8,  which  brought  with  it  the  end  of  the  Poor  Law  approach  to  the 
needs  of  the  elderly.  The  activity  of  the  statutory  and  voliintary  services 
during  this  period  has  been  quite  extensive  and,  in  retrospect,  it  will  be 
observed  that  substantial  progress  had  been  made  towards  meeting  the  problems 
and  needs  of  the  aged, 

Swansea  fits  into  this  pattern  of  progress,  and  whilst  reminding  our- 
selves that  there  is  still  much  to  be  done,  we  can  nevertheless  feel  some 
measure  of  pride  in  what  has  hitherto  been  accomplished,  as  will  be  observed 
from  the  contents  of  this  report  dealing  with  the  welfare  services. 

Looking  into  the  future,  every  endeavour  must  be  made  to  keep  the  elderly 
in  their  own  homes  whenever  possible,  and  also  to  give  them  the  fullest  support. 

The  domiciliary  services  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  will,  it  is  anticipated, 
play  an  ever  increasing  important  role  in  the  welfare  of  the  aged,  and  it  is 
also  anticipated  that  the  voluntary  services  will  share  in  this  work.  Accord- 
ingly, the  type  of  elderly  needing  residential  accommodation  in  the  future  will 
be  the  more  infirm  who  will  need  more  care  and  attention  whereas,  for  some  years 
past,  those  who  were  given  residential  accommodation  were  generally  elderly  but 
not  infirm.  This  new  trend  will  call  for  heavier  staffing  than  hitherto,  and 
particular  attention  will  also  have  to  be  paid  to  the  design  and  architecture  of 
purpose-built  homes. 

Homes  for  the  Aged  - Residential  Accommodation, 

There  are  325  beds  for  residential  accommodation,  of  which  225  are  in  Homes 
for  the  Aged  opened  since  the  inception  of  the  194^8  Act,  The  remaining  100  beds 
are  accommodated  in  a portion  of  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital,  a Joint  User  Institution 
vested  in  the  Minister,  It  has  been  the  authority* s policy  to  relinquish  this 
portion  of  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  the  erection  of  a 
purpose-built  Home  for  the  Aged  at  Brenig  Road,  Penlan,  will  help  considerably 
tov/ards  this.  Work  is  well  advanced  on  this  project,  and  the  Home  will  be  opened 
during  the  latter  part  of  1962,  On  completion.  Block  1,  part  of  the  accommodation 
occupied  at  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital,  will  be  released  and  returned  to  the  Minister, 
but  Blocks  9 and  10  at  the  Hospital  will  still  be  used  for  residential  purposes. 
There  are  no  immediate  plans  to  provide  alternative  accommodation  for  these  latter 
blocks;  it  may  be  1966/7  or  1967/8  before  a further  Home  is  provided,  which  would 
then  permit  the  closure  of  this  accommodation. 

Our  Homes  for  the  Aged  provide  accommodation  with  conditions  and  an  atmosphere 
as  near  as  possible  to  those  of  the  ordinary  home.  Residents  are  encouraged  to 
be  active  and  they  have;- 

(a)  freedom  to  come  and  go  as  they  wish; 

(b)  freedom  to  have  visitors; 

(o)  help  in  home  occupations. 

It  has  been  said  that  "To  be  old  need  not  mean  infirmity,  and  to  be  infirm, 
need  not  mean  inactivity".  Activity  is  assisted  by  handicraft  work  supervised 
by  a full-time  instructress. 
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At  3lst  Decemiber  1%1>  residential  accommodation  was  provided  at

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Medical  Arrangements* 

All  residents  have  a free  choice  of  doctor  and  receive  personal  medical 
care  as  do  other  members  of  the-  community.  If  this  is  not  practicable,  as 
in  the  case  when  the  distance  between  the  general  practitioner’s  normal 
district  and  the  Home  is  too  far,  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  list  of  a local  practitioner  pf  their  own  choice. 

In  addition  to  the  services  of  the  General  Practitioner,  the  Homes  for 
the  Aged  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  who 
gives  advice  as  to  hygienic  aspects  of  each  Home,  diet,  heating,  ventilation 
etc. 


All  applications  for  admission  must  be  accompanied  by  medical  certificates, 
stating  the  condition  of  the  patients,  together  with  reports  of  recent  chest 
x.ray  examinations.  All  residents  are  periodically  x, rayed  during  their  stay 
in  the  care  of  the  department. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  '’mutual  transfer"  system  introduced 
during  previous  years  has  eased  the  situation  as  regard  to  the  chronic  sick 
in  the  Homes,  This  arrangement  involves  exchanging  patients  with  the  hos- 
pital concerned,  and  although  such  a system  has  its  limitations,  it  is  proving 
to  be  well  worth  preserving. 

Supportive  and  Preventive  Services  for  the  Elderly. 

After  consultation  with  Dr,  McCarthy,  our  Consultant  Geriatrician,  it 
has  been  decided  to  establish  welfare  clinics  for  the  elderly  in  Swansea, 

As  part  of  a pilot  scheme  along  these  lines,  it  is  planned  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  elderly  persons  in  the  Mumbles  area  and,  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  general  practitioners,  arrange,  by  invitation,  for  two  or  three  cases 
to  attend  per  weekly  session  at  the  local  clinic,  where  one  of  our  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  will  be  in  attendance. 

After  examimtion,  the  oases  will  be  the  subject  of  discussion  between 
the  family  doctor,  clinic  doctor,  and  the  Consultant,  with  a view  to  appro- 
priate treatment  being  provided,  if  considered  necessary,  V/hen  circumstances 
permit,  similar  clinics  may  be  established  in  other  parts  of  the  borough. 

Permission  has  been  granted  by  the  Glantawe  Hospital  Management  Committee 
for  our  Assistant  Medical  Officers  to  visit  the  geriatric  patients  in  hospital. 

By  this  timely  preventive  service,  hospitalisation  and  admission  to  Homes 
for  the  Aged  may  be  prevented. 

Domiciliary  Services, 

(a)  Statutory, 

The  domiciliary  services  have  been  described  as  a "safety  net"  to  the 
elderly  living  in  their  own  homes  and,  as  such,  play  a vital  part  in  the 
welfare  services  administered  by  this  authority.  During  19^1,  these  services, 
which  include  District  Nurses,  Domestic  Helps,'  Night  Sitters-in,  Health  Visitors, 
etc,,  undertook  a variety  of  tasks  and  problems  in  consultation  with  the  General 
Practitioner  and  Welfare  Officer. 

Approximately  6,164  visits  were  made  by  Welfare  Officers  and  Health 
Visitors  to  the  elderly,  of  which  36?  referred  to  admission  to  Homes  for 
the  Aged,  Many  of  those  on  the  visiting  list  have  be.  n brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  department  by  General  Practitioners,  District  Nurses,  Health 
Visitors,  General  Public,  National  Assistance  Board  Officers,  Volxintary  Organ- 
isations, friends  and  relatives  etc. 
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A few  examples  of  the  enquiries  made  and  action  taken  are  as 
follows:  - 

(1)  Obtaining  ''home  conditions”  report  on  cases  recommended 
for  priority  hospital  admission. 

(2)  Investigating  information  received  regarding  old  people  who 
are  notified  as  being  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  living 
in  insanitary  conditions,  or  proving  themselves  to  be  a 
source  of  worry  to  neighbours  or  organisations. 

(3)  Regxilar  visiting  of  persons  who  mi^t  become  problem  cases, 
or  who  may  be  in  danger  because  of  infirmity.  Where  such 
dangers  can  be  foreseen,  appropriate  action  can  be  taken 
before  it  is  too  late. 

(if)  Investigating  applications  for  admission  to  "Rest”  Convalescent 
Home,  Porthcawl. 

(5)  Arrangements  made  for  visiting  by  members  of  the  Swansea 

I , Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 

(6)  Introduction  to  the  W.V. S.  ”Meals  on  Wheels”  Service. 

(7)  Provision  of  Domestic  Helps. 

(8)  The  services  of  a district  nurse  arranged. 

(9)  National  Assistance  Board's  Area  Officers  contacted.

Temporary  Accommodation. 

The  Council  has  a responsibility  under  Section  21  (b)  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  19A8  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  persons  who  are 
in  need  of  it  through  circumstances  which  could  not  reasonably  have  been 
foreseen,  such  as  fire,  flood,  tempest,  and  other  similar  misfortune.  Such 
people  are  rehoused  from  temporary  accommodation  as _soon  as  possible  by  the 
Housing  Department,  The  Health  Department  was  called  upon  on  three  occasions 
where  families  needed  assistance  when  their  homes  had  been  destroyed  by  fire. 
In  two  of  these  instances  the  families  were  provided  with  temporary  accommod- 
ation. 

For  those  vriio  are  evicted  from  their  dwellings  by  virtue  of  non-payment 
of  rent,  or  for  other  reasons  which  could  have  been  reasonably  foreseen  and 
avoided,  temporary  accommodation  of  a limited  character  is  provided  for 
mothers  and  children.  In  1958  the  Council  decided  on  the  following  policy: - 
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(a)  the  maxiraxim  petdod  during  which  persons  may  remain  in 
temporary  accommodation  be  three  months. 

(b)  that,  if  on  the  expiration  of  that  period,  no  accommodation 

has  been  found,  the  children  be  taken  into  care  and  the 
mother  be  admitted  on  a nightly  basis  for  a maximum  period 
of  fourteen  days.  i 

This  measure  alone  resulted  in  a dramatic  decrease  in  the  niomber  of 
people  remaining  in  temporary  accommodation  at  the  end  of  1558,  but  the 
improvement  was  further  consolidated  when  the  Council, on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Health  Committee,  relinquished  the  tenancy  of  Block  V,  Mount  Pleasant 
Hospital,  which  had  hitherto  been  used  for  the  purpose  of  temporary  accommod- 
ation. On  the  25th  May  1959»  the  occupants  of  Block  V were  transferred  to 
C'lTmllwyd  Hostel,  V/aunarlw3'dd,  ?diich  had  been  used  previously  for  ths  rehabil- 
itation of  problem  families.  , The  siting  of  the  Hostel  on  the  western  boundary 
of  the  County  Borough  was  inconvenient  to  such  people  when  compared  with  the 
central  position  of  the  former  place,  and  families  needing  accommodation  made 
strenuous  efforts  to  avoid  having  to  apply  for  admission  by  looking  for  their 
own  accommodation,  or  to  effect  their  discharge  from  the  Hostel  before  the 
peiiod  of  three  months  expired.  The  siting  of  the  Hostel,  together  with  the 
”3  month  limit”  of  residence  have  been  effective  deterents.  This  is  reflected 
in  the  statistics  for  the  ensuing  year. 

No  doubt,  another  very  important  factor  is  that  persons  in  temporary 
accommodation  at  Cwmllwyd  no  longer  receive  the  fxiLl  range  of  services  as 
was  the  case  in  Block  V,  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital.  At  Cwmllv/yd  Hostel, 
persons  in  need  are  given  the  tenancy  of  self-contained  units  v/ith  full 
facilities  for  cooking  etc.  They  pay  rent  at  the  rate  of  4/3d.  or  3/-  a 
day  for  the  accommodation,  depending  on  whether  the  unit  is  shared  with 
another  family,  but  are  fully  responsible  for  their  own  food,  laundry, 
cooking,  heating  etc.,  as  if  they  lived  in  a dwelling  house. 

The  collection  of  such  rentals,  as  compared  to  the  maintenance  charges 
at  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital,  is  very  much  easier,  and  the  arrears  acomed  are 
insignificant  when  compared  to  the  experience  at  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital. 

Administratively  as  well  as  financially.  Temporary  Accommodation  no 
longer  presents  the  problems  it  once  did.

Also  acoommodated  at  the  Hostel  was  an  Anglo-Indian  family  from  Burma 
(Rangoon)  who  had  been  repatriated  by  the  British  Government  in  July  1961. 

In  view  of  the  unusual  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  Health  Committee 
decided  to  extend  their  stay  beyond  the  normal  3 months  period  and  it  is 
hoped  that,  eventually,  re-housing  will  be  arranged  by  the  Housing 
Committee. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  National  Assistance  Board  for 
railway  vouchers  to  be  issued  by  the  duty  welfare  officer  of  this  authority 
which  will  enable  him  to  deal  with  vagrants.  This  relieves  the  National 
Assistance  Board  of  the  task  of  investigating  cases  after  normal  office 
hours,  and  also  enables  this  Authority  to  facilitate  immediate  transfer 
of  vagrants  to  a Reception  Centre. 

(b)  Voluntary  Services. 

V/e  ov/e  the  members  of  the  voluntary  services  a tremendous  debt  of 
gratitude.  Life  for  many  old  people  would  be  infinitely  harder  without 
the  social  clubs  and  friendly  visits  provided  volxmtarily,  vdiich  legis- 
lation itself  can  never  ensure. 

In  Swansea,  as  in  most  other  large  towns,  the  voluntary  organisations 
are  most  active,  and  their  continued  expansion  brings  much  help  and  encourage- 
ment to  the  elderly.  The  Welfare  Authority  is  expected  to  co-ordinate  the 
work  of  the  voluntary  and  statutory  services,  and  domiciliary  care,  a vital 
service  for  the  welfare  of  old  people  owes  much  of  its  efficiency  and  success 
to  the  team  work,  which  exists  between  the  statutory  and  the  volxontary  organ- 
isations. Our  Authority  is  well  blessed  in  this  connection.

I have  referred  to  is  shown  in 
the  relationship  between  the  Swansea  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  and 
this  Authority,  The  Conmittee  was  formed  in  1954  vdth  the  help  of  the 
Swansea  County  Borough  Council  and,  since  its  establishment,  two  members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  the  Lay  Administrative  Officer,  two  other  members 
of  the  staff,  and  myself  sei’ve  on  it. 

An  important  new  sei’vice  launched  by  the  Swansea  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committee  during  1961  v/af  a Social  Centre  for  the  housebound  elderly.  The 
centre  was  established  in  a Church  Schoolroom,  and  it  has  been  so  successful 
that  immediate  plans  are  being  made  for  centres  to  be  opened  in  other  districts 
of  the  County  Borough,  The  service  has  met  a long  felt  need,  for  it  has 
given  the  many  housebound,  infirm  an  opportunity  of  meeting  other  elderly  - 
people  with  similar  problems  and  provide  them  with  the  occasion  to  have  a 
chat  and  a good  old  gossip. 

Many  of  the  aged  peC'ple  of  the  town  have  also  organised  themselves  into 
successful  clubs,  a policy  which  the  authority  encourages,  as  well  as  the 
\V,V, S. , who  form  and  administer  their  own  Darby  and  Joan  Clubs,  This  encour- 
agement takes  the  tangible  form  of  a grant  of  £?•  10.  Od,  per  club,  as  empowered 
by  Section  3l  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  The  W.V, S,,  who  provide 
the  all  important  "Meals  on  WTieels"  received  a grant  which  amoiinted  to  £75 
in  1961, 

These  clubs  provide  the  companionship  which  so  many  elderly  seek  because 
of  loneliness. 

Gifts  and  Bequests  for  Ycelfare  Purposes, 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  reoord  that  many  gifts  were  received  during 
the  year,  mainly  in  the  form  of  furniture  and  clothing.  These  gifts  were 
distributed  to  needy  persons  recommended  by  our  social  workers. 

During  the  last  few  years,  the  department  has  also  received  the  proceeds 
of  Harvest  Festivals  of  many  organisations,  particularly  schools  and  ohurcheS| 
for  distribution  to  the  edderly.  Such  generosity  and  thoughtfulness  is  to 
be  very  much  commended,  find  it  seizes  to  remind  our  aged  that  they  are  not 
forgotten.  It  is  wondei'ful  to  see  the  joy  and  happiness  shown  on  the  faces 
of  the  recipients. 

To  all  these  very  kind  people  and  organisations,  we  give  our  deepest 
thanks  for  their  great  generosity  and  thoughtfulness,

A register  of  Homes  for  the  Aged  or  Disabled  Persons  is  maintained  by 
the  Department,  and  no  person  may  carry  on  such  a Home  without  being  regist- 
ered. 


My  Lay  Administrative  Officer  and  myself  are  authorised  to  inspect 
these  Homes  on  behalf  of  this  Authority  but,  in  19^1,  my  Deputy  and  the 
Assistant  Lay  Administrative  Officer  were  also  granted  similar  powers.  One 
new  application  for  registration  was  received  during  the  year  but,  until 
certain  structural  alterations  have  been  effeoted,  the  application  cannot 
be  approved.

Compulsory  Removal  of  Persons  :o  Part  III  Accommodation# 

Section  kl  of  the  NationalL  Assistance  Act  1548  provides  that,  where  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  certifies  that  a person  is  suffering  from  a grave 
chronic  disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is  living 
in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  unable  to  devote  to  himself,  and  is  not  receiv- 
ing from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  Council  may  apply  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  person  to  a suitable 
hospital  or  other  place  and  be  maintained  there. 

It  is  only  in  those  cases  where  other  suitable  steps  cannot  be  taken,  or 
have  failed,  tliat  application  for  a Court  Order  is  made.  It  is  pleasing  to 
record  that,  during  19^1,  it  was  not  necessary  to  talce  action  under  Section  47* 

Payment  for  Accommodation, 

A person  for  whom  accommodation  is  provided  by  a local  authority  under  Part 
III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  must  pay  for  the  accommodation  in  accord- 
ance vdth  his  financial  status , 

The  starxiard  charge  at  tne  Homes  for  the  Aged  is  reviewed  annually  and, 
during  196l,  was  increased  from  D5*  0.  11d,  per  week  to  £6,  0,  2d,  The  charge 
compares  favourably  with  those  for  Homes  administered  by  other  Local  Authorities, 
In  accordance  with  the  National  Assistance  (Charges  of  Acommodation)  Regulations 
1955>  “the  minimum  charge  for  accommodation  was  also  increased  on  8,4*^1  from 
£2  to  £2.  6,  Cid,  per  week.  The  personal  allowance  was  fixed  at  1l/6d,  per  week. 

It  is  customary  for  residents'  pensions  to  be  cashed  and  collected  by  an 
officer  of  the  Health  Department,  following  which  the  Borough  Treasurer  makes 
payable  to  each  resident  the  pocket  money  for  which  the  resident  qualifies. 

The  cashing  of  pension  books  approximates  to  £800  weekly.

Expeidence  has  shov/n  that  great  care  has  to  be  taken  by  investig- 
ating officers  when  dealing  with  applications  for  residential  or  temporary 
accommodation*  as  previous  movements  and  dates  have  direct  bearing,  when 
determining  ordinary  residence,  vbich  ultimately  affects  the  financial 
burdens  to  be  borne  by  this  authority. 

Care  and  Protection  of  Property. 

I 

Where  a person  is  either  admitted  to  hospital  as  a patient,  or  is 
provided  with  accommodation  under  Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act 
1948»  and.  it  appears  to  the  Comioil  that  there  is  a danger  of  loss  of,  or 
damage  to,  any  moveable  property  of  his/her  by  reason  of  inability  to  deal 
with  the  matter,  and  no  other  suitable  arrangements  are  being  made,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Council  to  take  reasonable  steps  to  prevent  or  mitigate  the 
loss  or  damage* 

During  1961  casli,  banc  books,  jewellery  etc.,  to  the  approximate  value 
of  £8,800  were  hanil^  by  the  department.  This  was  in  addition  to  the 
securing  of  premises  and  other  incidental  tasks  which  officers  were  called 
upon  to  deal  with. 

The  efficiency  and  integrity  of  these  officers  is  of  the  highest  order 
ani  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  them  for  carrying  out  this  responsible  duty 
capably  and,  often  times,  diplomatically. 

This  duty  also  involves  the  staff  in  much  legal  consultation,  particul- 
arly regarding  the  rights  of  relatives  and  their  claims  to  look  after  and 
administer  estates.  In  tliis  connection,  we  are  ably  assisted  by  the  Town 
Clerk  and  his  staff  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  their  unfailing  co-operation 
and  courtesy. 


Welfare  Services  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb 


The  Swansea  County  Borough  Council,  talcing  advantage  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  29  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  has  employed  as  its  agent  the 
Swansea  and  District  Deaf  and  Dumb  Mission, 

Close  collaboration  is  maintained  between  the  Mission  and  the  Health 
Department  and  the  arrangements  have  proved  most  practicable  and  satisfactory, 

I am  indebted  to  Mr,  Walter  Robinson,  Superintendent  and  Secretary, 
for  the  following  contribution: - 

" Great  use  has  been  made  of  the  Mission  premises  over  the 
past  year  and  it  is  pleasing  to  see  so  many  of  the  younger 
members  attending  to  take  part  in  the  many  activities  going  on. 

Now  that  the  playing  field  and  pavilion  at  Caswell  is  f’illy 
open  to  us,  greater  use  is  made  of  it  during  the  summer  months, 
for  it  is  now  fully  equipped  with  all  electrical  cookers  ani 
heaters,  meals  are  more  easily  prepared  and  the  large  field  is 
perfect  for  out -door  games. 

The  winter  months  are  fully  booked  with  indoor  games  and 
the  younger  ones  will  be  competing  with  teams  from  the  other 
five  fiLssions  in  South  V/ales,  Many  of  the  members  paid  a visit 
to  our  oldest  member  Mrs,  Hansford  of  Mount  Pleasant  Hospital, 
to  congratulate  her  on  her  93rd  birthday. 

The  latest  novelty  among  the  women  folk  is  making  toffee  on 
a Thursday  evening  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs,  Robinson, 

Frequent  visits  are  made  to  patients  in  hospital  whilst  weekly  visits 
are  made  to  the  sick  at  home. 

In  1561,  twenty-five  speaking  engagements  were  held  with  various 
Church  Sisterhoods,  Meetings,  Old  Age  Pensioners'  Clubs,  in  the  town, 
and  regular  church  services  are  conducted  every  Sunday, 

Day-to-day  Visits  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  are  carried  out  throughout 
the  year. 

No  competition  in  the  Snooker  League  was  entertained  after  19^1, 
as  it  was  felt  that  a finishing  time  of  11,30  p,m,  was  too  late  for 
members  to  consider  and,  in  any  case,  only  six  members  were  actually 
able  to  participate  in  playing,  the  reroairider  being  spectators. 
However,  a full  programme  continues  of  darts  and  table-tennis , as 
well  as  friendly  snooker  matches.

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Y/elfare  Services  for  the  Physically  Handicapped « 

The  number  of  domici].iary  visits  made  during  the  year  by  the  welfare 
officer  for  the  physically  handicapped  was  868,  an  increase  of  50  on  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  persons  registered  with  tiie  authority  continues  to 
increase.  The  number  on  the  register  is  162.  There  is  every  indication 
that  this  figure  will  continue  to  increase  as  the  general  public,  and 
particularly  handicapped  persons,  are  made  aware  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  local  authority.  The  figure  of  162  in  no  way  represents  the  actual 
number  of  disabled  persons  living  in  Swansea,  but  it  is  the  number  of 
persons  who  are  being  rendered  some  service  by  the  Health  Department. 

The  services  so  far  inaugurated  for  the  physically  handicapp'sd  can 
be  mentioned  under  the  following  sub-headings: - 

i(a)  Environmental  help. 

During  the  year  the  grant  of  £500  made  by  the  local  authority 
for  adaptation  work  at  the  homes  of  disabled  persons  was  spread  over 
many  cases,  varying  from  converting  a small  pantry  into  a downstairs 
toilet  for  a limbless  ex-serviceman,  to  providing  a handrail  on  the 
staircase  for  a spastic  child.  Other  instances  of  work  carried  out 
were  concrete  approach  ramps  to  homes,  garage  sites,  and  metal 
handrails  alongside  difficult  steps. 

(b)  Occupational  therapy. 

Where  it  is  possible  for  a disabled  person  to  occupy  his  or  her 
time  at  home  in  making  articles  under  the  guidance  of  the  occupational 
therapist,  these  hobbies  are  encouraged  as  much  as  possible. 

The  main  object  of  providing  this  service  is  to  try  to  alleviate 
any  boredom  occasioned  through  enforced  idleness.  Mast  of  the 
handicapped  persons  who  are  able  to  interest  themselves  in  handicraft 
work,  find  a great  deal  of  comfort  and  happiness  in  the  ci'eation  of 
interesting  articles. 

Items  of  jewellery,  paintings,  wool  rugs  and  lampshades  have  been 
made  by  disabled  persons  in  their  homes,  all  indicating  an  achievement 
over  challenging  disadvantages  of  physical  deformities  and  handicaps, 
and  a determination  to  overcome  enforced  idleness. 

(c)  Car  Labels. 

Under  a directive  issued  by  the  V/elsh  Board  of  Health  in  July  1961, 
welfare  committees  were  empowered  to  provide  special  oar  badges  to  dis- 
abled drivers,  who  because  of  their  disability  have  difficulty  in  walking 
more  than  a short  distance. 

Thirty  disabled  oar  drivers  applied  for  and  were  issued  with  car 
badges  of  this  nature,  which  woxxLd  identify  them  to  the  police  and  the 
public  when  parking  their  vehicles.  The  label  itself  does  not  confer 
any  special  right  or  privilege.

(d)  Traiiilng  of  Epileptics. 

Vacancies  for  two  epileptic  females  were  obtained  during  the 
year  and  each  took  training  courses*  one  at  Lingfield,  the  other  at 
Chalf ont* 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  (Women's  Section)  has  endeavoured  to  place 
these  cases  in  regular  employment  on  the  completion  of  the  course,  and 
in  the  case  'Exf  the  one,  a further  period  of  training  was  recommended* 

Other  epileptics  registered  with  the  authority  who  are  normally 
employed  in  industry,  continue  to  show  satisfactory  attendance  figures 
and  progress* 

(e)  Holiday  Schemes* 

Escorts  are  provided  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  whenever 
patients  travel  by  rail  or  road  during  holidays  or  on  special  journeys* 

Accommodation  problems  for  the  totally  disabled  have  been  partly 
met  by  co-operation  with  the  National  Association  of  the  Paralysed,  who 
for  example  arranged  a booking  at  "Lulworth”,  Westcliff-on-Sea,  for 
one  of  our  most  disabled  cases* 

8 other  less  handicapped  persons  were  accommodated  at  "The  Rest", 
Porthcawl*  ‘ 

The  cost  of  providing  accommodation,  travelling  expenses  (escort 
and  patient)  is  met  by  the  local  authority*

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND 


The  year  1961  was  again  one  of  progress  and  aotivity  in  the  section 
of  the  Department  dealing  vdth  the  welfare  of  the  blind,  and  the  following 
report  illustrates  the  tyi>e  of  services  provided  in  helping  blind  persons 
to  lead  as  normal  a life  a^3  possible.  The  blind  persons  range  from  pre- 
school children,  fortunately  few  in  number,  through  the  age  groups. 

During  the  year  the  department  has  continued  to  have  the  services  of 
three  staff  members  qualified  to  work  with  the  blind,  which  is  a better 
staffing  position  than  has  been  the  case  for  many  years,  and  has  enabled 
the  blind  people  of  Swansea  to  have  the  services  provided  for  in  our 
approved  Scheme  for  the  Blind,  though  one  more  Home  Teacher  could  be 
employed  with  advantage. 

Welfare  and  visting  of  blind  persona  is  done  by  the  home  t<jachers  of 
the  blind,  who  care  for  all  types  of  registered  blind  persons,  whether 
requiring  teaching,  rehabilitation,  general  social  welfare,  or  friendly 
visiting, 

2,819  visits  were  made,  to  144  of  which  there  was  no  reply,  and  84 
visits  were  made  to  arrange  for  examination  by  our  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  in 
addition  to  visits  to  hospitals  and  accompanying  blind  persons  to  and  from 
Hearing  Aid  Clinics,  Hospitals,  Opticians,  and  the  Ministry  of  Labour, 

The  Workshops  for  the  Blind,  which  also  provide  sheltered  employment 
for  severely  disabled  sifted  persona,  continue  to  expand.  The  majority 
of  employed  blind  persons  in  Swansea  are  in  fact  in  the  sheltered  workshop, 
which  is  contrary  to  the  position  in  Great  Britain  as  a whole,  where  more 
blind  people  yearly  are  taking  their  place  side  by  side  with  sighted  persona 
in  open  industry. 

Most  of  the  charitable  functions,  previously  undertaken  by  the  Swansea 
and  South  Wales  Institution  for  the  Blind,  are  now  carried  out  by  the  volun- 
tary organisation  “The  Swansea  and  District  Friends  of  the  Blind",  There 
is  a very  close  liaison  existing  between  this  organisation  and  the  depart- 
ment, and  they  provide  grants  for  extra  amenities  and  pay  for  services  which 
cannot  be  undertaken  from  Statutory  Funds.  I should  like  to  place  on  record 
the  most  valuable  contribution  that  this  Society  is  making  tov/ards  the  welfare 
of  blind  people  in  this  locality. 

The  local  authority  has  five  representatives  on  the  Wales  and  Monmouth- 
shire Regional  Council  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Annual  Conference  at  Cardiff 
was  attended. 

The  National  Placement  Service  for  the  Blind  of  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  continues  to  serve  Swansea  County  Borough.  This 
service  aims  at  placing  blind  persons  in  open  industry,  and  two  persons 
were  so  placed  during  19^1.  Several  other  blind  persons  were  considered 
without  success,  due  mainly  to  the  type  of  industry  in  the  area. 

Some  details  of  the  services  for  blind  persons  follow. 

Home  Visiting, 

As  mentioned  earlier,  this  is  now  done  by  the  qualified  staff.  Their 
duties  are  many  and  varied,  including; - 

(1)  Discovery  of  blind  persons  and  ascertainment  of 
their  needs, 

(2)  The  visitation  of  blind  persons  in  their  homes  or 
elsewhere  within  the  area  of  the  County  Borough, 

(3)  Teaching  them  whenever  practicable  to  read  embossed 
literature, 

(4)  Instructing  them  in  simple  pastime  occupations  in  their 
homes  or  elsewhere,  and  in  methods  of  overcoming  the 
effects  of  their  disabilities. 
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(5)  Generally  assisting  in  promoting  their  welfare, 

(6^  Advising  blind  persons  of  all  available  social  services, 

(7)  Paying  particular  attention  to  those  blind  persons  who 
are  also  suffering  from  some  other  form  of  handicap# 

(8)  Organising  social  centres  and  classes. 

Home  Instruction  in  Braille,  Moon>  Music  and  Deaf/Slind  Manuel, 

Braille  pupils  numbered  9»  Moon  Musip  1,  and  Chess  1, 

Five  blind  persons  were  made  members  of  the  National  Library  for  the 
Blind > making  a total  of  26  members,  some  readers  having  ceased  to  have 
books  for  the  time  being. 

The  ability  to  read,  though  so  few  blind  persons  possess  it,  is  most 
Valuable  and  opens  the  door  to  knowledge  and  relaxation. 

Training:, 

Two  registered  blind  men  commenced  training  at  the  Workshops  for  the 
Blind,  one  as  an  upholsterer  and  one  as  a matraaker,  whilst  in  London  the 
student  physiotherapist  and  student  piano  tuner  continue  to  make  good 
progress, 

A registered  blind  youth,  after  finishing  at  Hethersett,  went  forward 
to  Letchworth  for  a course  of  training  in  light  engineering,  in  which  type 
of  work  he  now  awaits  a vacancy# 

Blind  Homeworker, 


Our  first  homeworker  in  our  approved  Homeworkers  Scheme  for  the  Blind 
continued  as  a Braille  copyist. 

Social  Activities . 


The  success  of  the  Toronto  Place  Social  Centre  continues,  and  similar 
ones  are  now  held  at  Townhill  Community  Centre  and  the  Y,M,  C.A,  At  all 
Centres  regular  programmes  have  been  arranged,  Tv/o  outings,  one  to  Hereford 
in  July,  and  a half  day  tour  of  the  Black  Mountains  in  September  were  arranged 
from  the  Social  Centres,  and  the  Swansea  and  District  Friends  of  the  Blind 
gave  a day*  s outing  to  Tenby  for  the  whole  of  Swansea’s  blind  population  in 
June,  Later  enjoyable  Chidstmas  Parties  were  held  at  eaoh  Centre,  and 
another  for  the  whole  of  Swansea  was  arranged  by  the  Swansea  and  District 
Friends  of  the  Blind  at  the  Patti  Pavilion#  All  these  activities  are 
much  enjoyed# 

Christmas  Gifts  of  £1,  0,  Od#  were  given  to  each  of  our  unemployed  blind 
persons  by  the  Swansea  and  District  Friends  of  the  Blind,  the  majority  of 
these  gifts  being  disbursed  by  the  Home  Teachers# 

Holidays  were  again  provided  for  9 blind  persons  at  the  Glynn  Vivian  Home 
of  Rest  for  the  Blind  at  Caswell,  and  for  3 blind  persons  at  The  Rest  for 
the  Blind,  Southerndown;  railway  fares  were  paid  by  the  Authority  for  4 
blind  persons  to  visit  relatives  to  enable  them  to  have  a holiday,  vrfiioh 
otherwise  they  could  not  have  afforded# 

Wireless  Sets  for  the  Blind#  These  important  and  helpful  amenities,  of 
which  34  were  new  ones,  supplied  free  of  charge  by  the  V/ireless  for  the 
Blind  Fund,  were  distributed  by  the  Blind  Welfare  Section#  Repairs  of 
older  sets,  arranged  by  the  Department  were  paid  for  by  the  Swansea  and 
District  Friends  of  the  Blind,  as  were  any  necessary  batteries.  Rediffusion 
was  also  arranged  at  a reduced  rate  for  those  vsho  required  it,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund,  Wireless  licences  are  provided  free 
of  charge  for  any  registered  blind  person,  not  in  an  Institution, 
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Talking  Books,  The  wa:lting  list  for  these  is  now  much  shorter  and 
consists  of  only  three  persons#  two  of  whom  are  new  applicants. 

G-rants  were  provided  in  needy  oases,  through  application  of  my  officers 
either  to  the  National  Assistance  Board  or  to  the  Swansea  and  District 
Friends  of  the  Blind. 

Chiropody.  As  in  previous  years#  this  much  appreciated  service  is 
provided  at  Earlp moor#  for  blind  persons  able  to  attend#  a conve^/ance 
being  provided  where  necessary.  An  average  of  seven  persons  attend  each 
weekly  session  - the  Swansea  and  Distidct  Friends  of  the  Blind  pay  the 
^6d.  nominal  charge  on  behalf  of  each  blind  person. 

Apparatus  for  the  Blinds  - has  been  provided  in  ever  increasing  quantities. 
The  items  are#  in  the  main#  paid  for  by  the  Swansea  and  District  Friends 
of  the  Blind#  and  include  talking  book  machines,  clocks#  watches,  self- 
threading needles#  folding  and  plain  white  sticks#  writing  frames#  and 
' other  articles. 

Examinations  by  Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  The  number  of  examinations  carried 
out  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  for  registration  was  100.  Cases  are 
referred  to  the  Department  by  the  family  doctors#  health  visitors,  welfare 
officers#  officers  of  tlie  National  Assistance  Board  and  the  hospitals. 

In  addition  to  ascertaining  whether  a person  is  ''blind  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act",  sight  can  lie  saved  by  timely  treatment. 

0 rgani s at i ons . The  help  received  from  the  National  Assistance  Board# 

Ministry  of  Labour,  Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind#  National 
Library  for  the  Blind#  Sv/ansea  and  District  Friends  of  the  Blind,  British 
Red  Cross#  and  Women's  Voluntary  Service  assist  the  Department  greatly  in 
their  welfare  work  for  the  blind#  and  is  much  valued. 

Social  Science  Students.  Several  students  from  Swansea  University  Social 
Science  Department#  including  one  from  Indonesia  and  one  from  Turkey#  have 
seen  the  work  of  this  section;  thus  we  have  helped  to  sp'read  knowledge  of 
Blind  Welfare. 
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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  blind  people  on  the  register  are  aged  65  and  over,  which  is  the  case  throu^out  the  British 
Isles.  However,  in  Swansea  many  of  these  are  active  and  mentally  alert,  including  some  of  those  over  90  years  of  age.  At  the  other  end 
of  the  age  scale,  a little  girl  had  to  be  admitted  to  Ely  Hospital,  Cardiff,  a helpless  child  and  also  blind  and  deaf.

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Department  Survey, 

During  the  year  ended  3*1  st  March  1962*  full  employment  has  been  achieved 
in  each  Department  of  the  Workshops. 

Basket  Department. 

With  increased  Retail  sales  at  the  Market  Stall  and  a greater  proportion 
of  Goveniment  Contract  Work  undertaken  through  the  Contracts  Department  of  the 
National  Association  of  Workshops  for  the  Blind,  there  has  been  a steady  flow 
of  orders  covering  a wide  rajige  of  Basket  work,  both  heavy  industrial  baskets 
and  the  lighter  domestic  types. 

Brush  Department. 

Much  of  the  work  for  this  department  has  been  for  heavy  type  brushes,  and 
for  refilling  of  brush  sections  for  Local  Authority  mechanical  sweepers. 

We  have  increased  the  range  of  products  to  include  more  of  the  domestic 
variety  to  cope  with  the  demand  for  our  retail  sales  stall  and  for  use  in 
schools,  institutions  etc. 

Mat  Department. 

There  is  a constant  demand  for  special  mats  and  for  the  new  patterns  we 
have  produced. 

The  demand  for  school  mats  has  continued  and  "lettered”  mats  has  been  a 
new  featiare  for  which  there  lias  been  a steady  flow  of  orders. 

During  the  year  the  Department  lost  two  trained  workers,  one  of  whom 
left  for  work  in  open  industiry,  the  other  was  transferred  for  domestic  reaons 
to  the  Glamorgan  V/orkshop  at  Llwynypia. 

Mattress  and  Upholstery  Depa3‘*tment. 

This  has  been  an  excellent  year  for  the  production  of  Mattresses,  so 
much  so  that  an  extension  to  the  Workshops  has  become  necessary  and  plans 
are  being  formulated  to  this  end.  Much  of  tlie  work  is  for  Hospitals  and 
other  Government  Departments  with  a certain  amount  of  local  domestic  work. 

Our  products  cover  a wiiie  range  of  bedding,  including  spring  interiors, 
wool  overlays,  complete  divais,  pillows  and  caravan  bunks. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  appoint  an  assistant  upholsterer  and  we 
have,  therefore,  been  able  to  undertake  much  more  re-upholstery  work. 

Flower  aixL  Box  Assembly. 

The  flower  department  h;as,  during  the  year,  been  expanded  to  include 
sub-contract  work  of  cardboard  box  assembly,  which  has  provided  employment 
for  three  sifted  disabled  workers,  one  of  whom  operates  a slotting  machine. 

The  demand  for  our  flag  day  emblems  continues  to  provide  full  employment 
for  all  those  engaged  on  this  work. 
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Knitting  and  Knitwear  Depai‘tment« 

We  have  now  established  this  department  in  the  production  of  some  very 
high  class  knitwear. 

There  is  an  ever  increasing  demand#  much'  of  which  is  r-epeat  orders 
from  customers  and  their  friends. 

The  wool  and  nylon  socks  which  were  at  one  time  somewhat  out  of  fashion* 
have  once  again  become  popular  with  the  result  that  we  have  been  unable  to 
sdpply  the  Sales  Department  with  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  step  up  the  output  in  the  future. 

Piano  Tuning. 

The  two  men  employed  on  this  work  have  been  fully  employed  right  through 
the  year. 

The  majority  of  the  work  is  by  way  of  school  contracts  but  all  requests 
for  private  tunings  are  undertaken*  though  the  amount  of  school  work  does  not 
allow  time  for  the  inclusion  of  much  more  private  tuning  than  is  at  present 
undertaken. 

Social  Activities. 

The  Wyohtree  Social  Club  (the  official  name  of  the  Blind  Workers  Club) 
has  had  a very  enjoyable  time  during  the  past  year. 

Outings  were  arranged  to  the  seaside,  when  "Hot  Dogs  ai^d  Tea"  were  seiwed 
and  also  visits  to  other  Workshops  for  the  Blind,  follov/ed  by  return  visits  to 
our  own  Social  Centre  at  the  Workshop. 

The  Christmas  festivities  included  a Party  for  the  adult  members  of  the 
Club*  viiich  was  follov/ed  by  the  Children's  Party  where  the  kiddies  had  a most 
enjoyable  time  and  each  was  given  a present  by  Father  Christmas. 

During  the  summer  months  several  of  the  men  were  regularly  found  playing 
Bowls  on  the  Bonymaen  Bowling  Green.

Miscellaneous. 

Nursing  Homes. 

The  number  of  Home-'S  registered  pursuant  to  Section  187  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936  remained  at  three,  with  a total  of  32  beds, 

13  of  which  are  maternity  beds. 

Routine  inspections  are  made  by  the  Senior  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Medical  Officer. 

Investigation  of  Infections  in  Early  Pregnancy. 

An  investigation  continued  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  with  the  collaboration  of  the  Health  Department, 
into  infection  in  early  pregnancy.  The  object  being  to  determine 
whether  virus  infection  early  in  pregnancy  predisposes  to  congenital 
defects  in  the  infants. 

Between  January  1961  and  June  1961,  101  patients  attending  our  Ante- 
natal Clinics  have  had  samples  of  blood  taken  between  the  12th  and  l6th 
week  of  pregnancy  and  the  searum  stored  pending  examination  v/hen  the  outcome 
!of  the  pregnancy  was  knovm. 

The  follow  up  is  carried  out  between  the  7th  and  28th  day  after  the 
end  of  the  pregnancy,  and  a further  follow-up  report  is  completed  one 
year  after  birth. 

Occupational  Health. 


During  the  year,  218  persons  were  medically  examined  by  our  medical 
staff  prior  to  entry  inxo  the  Authority* s Superannuation  Scheme.  13 
were  examined  for  other  local  authorities;  6 were  examined  by  other 
local  authorities  at  our  request.

House  and  Trade  Refuse 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade 
refuse  during  the  year  under  review  are  similar  to  preceding  years.  All 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  quantity  of  house  and  trade  refuse  collected  during  the  year  was 
67,807  tons.  This  shows  a slight  decrease  in  tonnage  over  the  previous 
year.  This  is  following  the  national  trend  that,  whereas  refuse  is 
increasing  in  bulk,  it  is  decreasing  in  density  by  percentage  of  tins  and 
cardboard  as  against  ash  contained  in  the  refuse. 

The  quantity  of  street  sweepings  during  the  year  was  tons. 

The  controlled  tips  are  at  Clyne  Valley  and  Mynydd  Newydd. 

I The  year  also  saw  the  introduction  into  Swansea  of  six  new  compression 
type  refuse  collection  vehicles,  a further  improvement  and  modernisation  of 
the  Cleansing  Fleet,  giving  far  improved  carrying  capacities  and  almost 
dustless  loading. 

Pail  Closets 

There  are  still  7^2  houses  y/ithin  the  Borough  without  water  flushed 
closets;  these  have  pail  closets,  which  are  emptied  weekly.  The  work  is 
carried  out  at  night  time  by  a crew  of  three  men  and  one  mechanical  vehicle, 
which  has  attachments  especially  designed  for  this  class  of  work.  The 
contents  are  discharged  direct  into  sewers. 

In  addition  to  the  houses  with  pail  closets  there  are  a number  of 
drained  cesspools.  During  the  year  I90  houses  were  dealt  with,  the 
frequency  of  emptying  varying  from  one  to  fifty  times,  representing  1,003 
single  operations.  Contents  are  discharged  from  the  machine  direct  into 
the  sewers,  ' 

During  the  year  I08  houses  wdth  pail  closets  or  drained  to  cesspools 
were  provided  with  sewerage  facilities. 


Street  Gullies 

Accumulations  of  grit  and  debris  were  removed  from  street  gullies  at 
intervals  of  between  six  and  seven  weeks.  After  emptying  and  cleaning,  the 
gullies  are  resealed  with  clean  water,  the  operation  being  carried  out  by 
mechanical  vehicles  designed  for  this  service. 

The  number  of  gully  cleansing  operations  carried  out  during  the  year 
was  51,192. 

Public  Conveniences 


The  new  public  convenience  at  Rotherslade  was  completed  and  opened  to 
the  public. 

The  additional  accommodation  to  the  one  at  Hafod  Recreation  Ground  was 
constructed  and  opened  to  the  public. 

The  approval  of  the  Welsh  Office  was  received  for  the  Health  Committee's 
contribution  towards  the  cost  of  the  public  convenience  at  Port  Tennant  near 
Ysgol  Street  and  for  the  additional  accommodation  to  the  one  at  Brynhyfryd 
Square, 

Maintenance  work,  including  painting,  has  been  carried  on  throughout 
the  year.  Considerable  repairs  have  been  necessitated  by  wilful  damage  to 
various  conveniences. 
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TOWN  PLANNING 


Development  Control 

Diiring  the  year  1,534  applications  were  deposited  with  the  Authority 
for  approval,  of  which  1,390  were  for  planning  permission  and  144  were 
applications  for  consent  to  display  advertisements. 

Enforcement  Action  was  authorised  by  the  Council  in  15  cases  of  un- 
authorised development,  of  which  10  complied  T|7ith  the  formal  Notice.  Further 
action  taken  against  3,  the  remainder  resulted  in  successful  hearings  before 
the  magistrates,  when  the  persons  were  fined.  Further  action  is  pending  in 
the  other  2 cases. 

Following  the  introduction  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1959, 

9 applications  for  certificates  of  appropriate  alternative  development  were 
issued. 


Planning  Appeals 

There  were  14  appeals  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
against  planning  decisions  of  the  Authority,  of  these  4 were  allowed,  7 
were  dismissed  and  3 were  withdrawn.  Of  these  appeals  7 were  dealt  with 
by  public  enquiries  before  the  Minister’s  Inspectors  and  3 were  dealt  with 
by  written  representations. 

In  addition  there  were  24  appeals  under  the  advertisement  regulations, 
of  which  19  were  dismissed,  A were  allowed  for  limited  periods  and  1 was 
withdrawn. 


Housing  and  other  work 

Additional  design  work  has  been  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the 
Borough  Architect  on  revised  proposals  for  the  inclusion  of  multi-storey 
development  of  flats  at  Sketty  Park  II. 

Preliminary  investigation  has  also  been  undertaken  on  land  at  Penlan, 
West  Cross,  Caemawr,  and  Cwmrhydyceirw  as  a basis  for  the  long  term  housing 
programme  of  the  Authority. 

Discussions  have  taken  place  on  preliminary  design  drawings  prepared  by 
private  developers  which  have  sometimes  involved  multi-storey  flats  in 
various  parts  of  the  Borough.  Many  of  these  projects  have  subsequently  been 
approved  on  the  submission  of  detailed  plans,  and  involve  a total  of  1,500 
dv/ellings. 

Internal  checks  for  770  Improvement  Grants  and  House  Purchase  Mortgages 
were  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  Borough  Estate  Agent  and  Valuer.  Work  was 
also  undertaken  on  3,093  searches  in  the  Land  Charges  Register  and  2,828 
additional  enquiries  on  behalf  of  the  Town  Clerk. 

A Tree  Preservation  Order  in  respect  of  woodlands  off  Mayals  Avenue, 
Blackpill,  was  made  by  this  Council  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.

Industrial  Development 

Once  again  the  main  activity  in  building  new  industrial  premises  has 
been  on  the  Trading  Estate  at  Fforestfach,  where  three  new  premises  were 
completed  during  the  year  and  substantial  extensions  added  to  existing 
premises. 

The  new  factories  completed  have  a total  floor  area  of  100,100  sq.  ft, 
while  new  extensions  to  one  factory  alone  adds  6,200  sq,  ft,  to  its  floor 
area.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  sites  for  further  leurge  buildings, 
which  indicates  the  attraction  of  the  Estate  for  Industry. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Borough  area  a further  8 factories  have  been 
erected  or  substantially  extended  during  the  year. 
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Plans  have  now  been  approved  for  development  on  the  former  North  Dock 
Area  and  works  here  will  probably  commence  in  the  near  future. 

During  i960  the  decision  was  made  to  finally  close  the. Ff ores t & 
Worcester  Works  at  Morriston  and  works  on  demolishing  the  buildings  were 
completed  during  1961.  The  site  has  been  levelled  to  make  it  suitable  for 
erection  thereon  of  new  factory  buildings.  The  Mannesman  Works  site  is 
also  to  be  cleared  and  the  site  made  available  for  redevelopment,  and  work 
on  this  has  commenced. 


Derelict  Industrial  Sites 


During  the  year  it  was  announced  that  an  inquiry  was  to  be  conducted 
by  the  University  College  financed  by  the  Nuffield  Foiandation,  the  Govern- 
ment, the  University  College  and  the  Corporation  into  the  derelict  area 
of  the  Lower  Swansea  Valley  which  comprises  mainly  the  area  south  of  the 
Morriston-Llansamlet  main  road  A, 48,  The  object  of  the  inquiry  is  to  find 
means  of  rehabilitating  the  area  for  industrial  and  other  purposes  and  find 
means  of  treating  the  soil  to  enable  vegetation  and  trees  to  grow.

V/ork  on'  the  project  is  un<^er  way  and  the  considerable  information 
collected  by  the  Borough  Engineer!  over  the  years  on  the  flooding  of  the 
area,  the  geology,  industrial  history  and  tipping,  etc.,  is  being  made 
available  to  those  engaged  on  the  project. 


HOUSING 


House  Building 

The  start  of  the  Multi-storey  flat  programme  combined  with  an  acute 
shortage  of  labour  resiilted  in  fewer  completions  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  dwellings  under  construction  shows  an  increase  and  will  lead  to 
a high  completion  figure  in  I962, 

Building  schemes  for  a total  of  9,988  dwellings  in  the  post-war  period 
were  approved  by  the  end  of  1961,  of  which  8,312  had  been  completed,  1,496 
were  under  construction  and  I80  waiting  to  be  commenced.

Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regxilations,  1959. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960. 


The  new  i960  Regulations  consolidate  and  re-enact  with  amendments  all 
previous  Regulations. 

The  main  principal  changes  are:- 

''  . 1.  A Dealer's  (pre-packed  milk)  Licence  is  introduced  to  permit  the  sale  of 
all  three  kinds  of  specially  designated  milk  where  the  milk  is  obtained  by  the 
dealer  in  the  container  in  which  it  is  to  be  supplied  to  the  consumer  or  is 
pasteurised  or  sterilised  by  the  dealer. 

2.  The  period  for  which  a Dealer's  Licence  will  be  granted  is  extended  from 
one  year  to  five  years. 

3.  The  conditions  of  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and 
the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  Test  for  Pasteurised  Milk  are  modified; - 

As  regards  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  the  test  shall  be  deemed  to  be  satisfied 
by  milk  which  fails  to  decolourise  methylene  blue  in  thirty  minutes.  As  regards 
the  Phosphatase  Test  for  Pasteurised  Milk,  the  test  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
satisfied  by  milk  which  gives  a reading  of  10  u.g.  or  less  of  p-nitrophenol/ml. 
of  milk. 

The  Regulations  came  in  force  on  the  1st  January,  I96I.

Residual  Chlorine  Tests. 


These  tests  were  regularly  carried  out  in  conjiinction  with  Bacterio- 
logical samples  and  in  all  cases  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Regular  tests  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Mxmicipal  Baths  regarding  the 
amount  of  resid\ial  chlorine  in  the  water.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
break-point  chlorination  is  still  operating  very  satisfactorily  at  these  Baths.

Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  for  the  use  of  the  general  public,  also  one 
for  the  use  of  schools  at  Bishop  Gore  Grammar  School,  and  one  situated  at 
Swansea  University. 

The  water  for  all  the  above  baths  is  derived  from  the  mains  supply. 

Each  baths  is  fully  equipped  for  the  filtration  and  chlorination  as  a 
continuous  flow  process,  which,  therefore,  obviates  the  necessity  of  frequent 
changing  of  the  water.  Periodic  checks  have  been  observed  for  the  break-point 
chlorination  and  pH  readings  in  order  to  maintain  a satisfactory  sterilization, 
alkalinity  and  acidity  standard  within  the  region  of  7*5  to  8. 

At  the  Municipal  Swimming  Baths  break-point  chlorination  was  resorted  to 
in  order  to  maintain  the  free  available  chlorine  between  1.5  and  1.8.  The 
Department  has  kept  close  observations  on  these  readings  and  the  method  was 
found  to  be  veiy  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  Examination. 

The  waters  of  the  above  baths  were  sampled  and  reports  indicated  that 
the  sterilisation  carried  out  was  satisfactory. 

Chemical  Examination. 

Thirty-seven  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  were  foxmd 
to  be  satisfactory,  but  the  Public  Analyst  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  biological 
character  of  the  Cray  Supply  would  be  much  improved  by  filtration.

GENERAL  REPORT  ON  THE  WORK  OF  THE  WATER  UNDERTAKING  FOR  19^1 . 


1961  was  a year  of  continued  routine  development  for  the  Water  Under- 
taking* No  major  schemes  were  initiated,  though  investigations  into  the 
development  of  new  sources  in  West  Wales  continued.  The  need  for  such  new 
development  was  emphasised  by  the  difficult  supply  situation  which  followed 
a month  of  dry  weather  in  Jxily.  That  problem  and  the  general  work  of  the 
Undertaking  during  the  year  is  outlined  below 

RAINFALL. 


Over  the  year  rainfall  equedled  average  at  Cray  and  Usk  and  exceeded 
average  by  lO^  on  the  Lliw  catchment.  However,  falls  varied  considerably 
from  average  during  various  periods  throughout  the  year,  an  important  factor 
in  the  supply  difficulties  of  the  summer  months. 

Up  to  the  end  of  April  falls  exceeded  average;  the  total  for  April 
being  the  highest  recorded  for  twenty-six  years.  May  and  June  were  somewhat 
drier  than  average,  but  the  falls  for  the  summer  quarter  were  about  h.0% 
above  average  on  all  catchments, 

A fine  spell  during  July  and  early  August  combined  with  a steadily  rising 
demand  resulted  in  the  level  of  Criay  Reservoir  falling  to  danger  level  by  the 
6th  August  and  drastic  action  was  necessary  to  ensure  supplies  for  the  autumn. 

However,  at  the  end  of  that  month  and  in  early  September  there  was  a 
period  of  prolonged  and  heavy  rainfall  which  markedly  improved  the  storage 
position  at  all  Reservoirs, 

SUPPLIES. 


The  safe  yield  of  the  Undertaking's  normal  sources  is  17.05  million  gallons 
per  day;  but  this  quantity  is  not  available  for  regular  use  as  the  capacity 
of  the  Usk  Trunk  Main  limits  supplies  from  that  reservoir  to  a designed 
maximum  of  6 million  gallons  per  day. 

In  operation,  however,  the  maximum  output  of  the  Bryngwyn  Filter  Plant 
is  limited  to  about  7.25  million  gallons  per  day.  The  discharge  from  Usk  can, 
however,  be  improved  to  8,25  million  gallons  per  day  if  the  coagulation  process 
at  the  Filter  Plant  is  suspended.  The  maximum  scLfe  yield  of  the  normal  sources 
available  for  supply  in  tovm  is,  therefore,  about  l6,15  million  gallons  per  day. 

Consumption  in  i960  had  averaged  16.892  million  gallons  per  day,  and 
continued  to  rise  in  I96I  with  supplies  from  Usk  limited.  This  increasing 
demand  could  only  be  met  by  drawing  on  Cray  and  Lliw  substantially  'above  the 
safety  levels.  During  the  year  Lliw  was  supplying  about  5 million  gallons 
per  day,  and  the  balance  of  demand  not  covered  by  the  Usk  and  Lliw  discharges 
had  to  be  drawn  from  Cray, 

To  enable  Cray  to  meet  the  increased  demands  it  was  decided  to  bring  the 
emergency  source  on  the  River  Llynfell  at  Dan-yr-ogof  Caves  into  use  once 
again.  In  earlier  years  it  had  been  possible  to  pass  water  from  the  River 
Llynfell  into  the  Cray  main  by  gravity,  but  the  higher  rates  of  flow  in  the 
trunk  main  had  so  increased  pressures  that  such  a practice  was  no  longer  - 
possible* 

During  the  I960/6I  winter,  a pump  was  purchased  to  boost  River  Llynfell 
water  into  the  Cray  main.  Difficulties  in  obtaining  permission  to  install 
the  pump  on  private  lands  delayed  the  commissioning  of  the  pump  until  August 
Bank  Holiday,  by  which  time  the  quantity  of  water  stored  in  Cray  Reservoir 
had  fallen  to  40^  of  total  capacity. 
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SUPPLIES  (Continued) 

If  abstraction  rates  had  continued  unaltered,  and  rainfall  had  not 
equalled  or  exceeded  average,  it  was  evident  that  Cray  would  empty  at  the  end 
of  August.  To  prepare  the  public  for  more  serious  measures  the  use  of  water 
for  car  washing  and  garder^  watering  had  been  prohibited  from  the  lOth  July. 

On  the  9th  August  supplies  to  all  domestic  areas  of  the  Borough  were  shut  off 
from  7 p.m*  to  7 a.m.  As  mentioned  earlier  heavy  falls  of  rain  in  late  August 
so  improved  the  storage  position  that  normal  supply  could  be  resumed  on  the 
26th  August,  whilst  on  the  l6th  September  'all  restrictions  on  the  use  of  water 
ended.

Once  again  the  Trade  Consumption  showed  a marked  increase  dioring  1961, 
and  averaged  8.339  million  gallons  per  day  for  the  year,  against  7.149  million

SHIPPING. 

The  daily  aveirage  quantity  supplied  for  Shipping  decreased  during  the 
year  to  96.000  gallons  per  day,  some  50,000  gallons  per  day  less  than  in  i960. 

FILTER  WASH  WATER. 

The  .quantity  of  water  used  at  Bryng?yn  for  Filter  Washing  was  reduced 
from  an  average  of  107,000  gallons  per  day  in  i960  to  98,000  gallons  per 
day  in  I96I. 

Filter  Washing  is  substantially  reduced  when  the  coagulation  process  is 
discontinued. 

UNKETERED. 

Unmetered  Consumption  during  the  yq.ar  fell  to  5*589  million  gallons  per 
day,  some  0.459  million  gallons  per  day  'le,ss  than  in  i960. 

This  reduction  in  consumption  reflects  the  saving  achieved  with  restric- 
tions and  shut  down  during  the  summer  months.

CHEtiflCAL  TREATMENT. 


During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  the  old  automatic  Chloromination 
Plant  installed  at  Lower  Lliw  in  1938  was  replaced  with  more  modem  plant  from 
the  same  manufacturer.  For  the  last  two  years  of  use  the  older  plant  had 
failed  to  operate  4^  full  efficiency  injecting  only  85?o  of  the  indicated 
chlorine  dose.  During  the  year  a contract  was  let  to  construct  a new 
Chlorination  House  at  Lliw,  but  despite  pressure  the  Contractor  failed  to 
commence  work  before  the  year  ended. 

During  March  and  April  chemical  analyses  showed  the  Lliw  water  was 
tending  to  become  rather  more  acid,  and  was  attacking  lead  and  copper  pipes* 

To  endeavour  to  overcome  this  tendency,  lime  has  been  added  regularly  to  the 
river  between  the  two  reservoirs.  There  is  some  reduction  in  the  plumbo- 
solvent  tendency  of  these  waters,  but  the  position  is  still  not  wholly 
satisfactory. 
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CHEMICAL  TREATMENT  (Continued). 

In  the  summer  quarter  various  repairs  were  undertaken  to  the  buildings 
at  the  Bryngwyn  Plant,  and  a second  stage  of  the  internal  re-decorating 
programme  was  completed. 

To  increase  the  rate  of  discharge  of  water  from  Usk  coagulation  was 
suspended  at  the  plant  from  the  7th  April  until  the  2nd  October.  During 
this  period  the  water  passing  through  the  plant  was  chlorinated  at  two 
points,  and  although  somewhat  more  coloured  than  the  normal  effluent  was 
bacteriological ly  satisfactoiy  throughout  the  whole  period. 

The  following  table  gives  the  average  doses  of  chemicals  used  at  the 
various  plants  during  the  year;  two  sets  of  figures  are  given  for  Bryngwyn 
representing  normal  treatment  and  the  treatment  when  coagulation  is  suspended:

During  the  year  26?  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  test 
by  the  Medical  Officer  or  the  Water  Department,  Of  these  24  were  from  the 
sources  before  treatment  and  all  were  unsatisfactory.  Of  the  remaining 
243  samples'  only  10  were  linsatisfactoiy  when  tested.  In  e^tch  case  the 
cause  was  investigated,  but  in  only  three  connected  cases  was  the  cause 
of  pollution  traced  to  the  mains.  Flushing  out  the  mains  in  the  affected 
area  removed  all  traces  of  pollution, 

WORKS  IN  HAHD  DURING  Y£.\R. 

(a)  IMI-->0UNDINCr  RESERVOIRS , 

1961  was  the  first  year  that  the  Usk  Reservoir  was  opened  to 
public  for  fishing.  Early  in  the  year  15  latrines  and  3 shelters 
were  erected  around  the  banks  for  the  use  of  anglers.  The  season 
opened  on  the  15th  March  and  2,011  visits  v^ere  made  to  the  reservoir 
before  the  season  closed  on  the  30th  September.  Anglers  are  not 
required  to  register  their  catch  with  the  Keepers,  but  it  is  known 
that  1,3^44  fish  were  caught  during  the  season. 

Shelters  and  latrines  are  dismantled,  stored  and  ovex hauled 
during  the  winter  months. 

Capping  plates  were  fixed  on  certain  of  the  Turbulence  Blocks 
at  the  Usk  Rservoir  to  further  restrict  the  tendency  for  spray  to 
carry  over  the  overflow  channel  walls  in  condit  Ions  of  heavy  overflow. 
No  difficulties  can  now  occur  unless  overflows  exceeding  two  feet 
in  depth  take  place.  Further  minor  alterations  are  planned. 

General  maintenance  work  of  all  types  continued  at  all  Reservoirs 
but  no  large  scale  works  were  undertaken. 
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WORKS  IN  HAND  DURING  YEAR  (Continued), 

(b)  TRUNK  MAINS. 

The  Cray  Trunk  Mains  continued  to  require  considerable 
attention.  Pour  leaks  on  the  24"  main  were  repaired  by  plugs 
and  clamps,  but  in  two  other  cases  it  was  necessary  to  replace 
substantial  lengths  of  pipe  to  effect  satisfactory  repairs. 

The  17"  Cast  Iron  Main  also  required  attention  during  the 
year.  Ground  movement  necessitated  realigning  80  feet  of  main 
at  Penrhos.  One  joint  developed  a leak,  also  due  to  ground 
movement,  and  two  valves  required  attention. 

In  addition  to  these  unplanned  works,  new  valves  were 
inserted  in  both  mains  near  Coed  Gwilliam,  Clydach,  together 
with  a cross  connecting  pipe,  whilst  the  main  from  the 
Dan-yr-ogof  Caves  was  cut  off  from  the  24”  main  and  re- 
connected into  the  17"  main. 

No  difficulties  arose  in  the  Godre'rgraig  area,  though 
plans  for  byepassing  the  danger  were  in  preparation  in  the  office, 

(c)  DISTRIBUTION. 


In  anticipation  of  the  supply  difficulties  greater  attention 
was  given  to  Waste  Detection  and  Prevention  than  in  earlier  years, 
possible^ because  of  the  additional  Technical  Staff  approved  in

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  LEGISLATION 

The  most  important  statutory  duty  of  a Public  Analyst  is  in  connection 
with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  and  in  particular  those  sections  of  the 
Act  and  those  Regulations  made  under  the  Act  which  relate  to  the  adulteration 
of  food  and  drugs,  the  contamination  of  food  with  injurious  substances  of  a 
chemical  nature,  the  labelling  and  advertising  of  food  and  drugs  and  the 
enforcement  of  standards. 

The  few  changes  in  the  law  made  during  the  year  under  review  are  noted 
below. 

The  Lead  in  Food  Regulations  (Statutory  Instrument  I96I.  No.  1931)  have  been 
made  after  consideration,  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
and  the  Minister  of  Health,  of  the  recommendations  in  the  Food  Standards 
Committee's  revised  report  on  lead,  issued  in  1954»  together  with  the 
representations  subsequently  received  from  the  interests  concerned. 

These  Regulations  lay  down  statutory  limits  for  the  lead  content  of  food 
and  beverages  imported,  sold,  or  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption.  They 

(a)  limit  to  0.2  p.p.m,  the  lead  content  of  ready  to  drink 
non-alcoholic  beverages. 

(b)  limit  to  2,0  p.p.m,  the  lead  content  of  other  foods, 

(c)  allow,  for  certain  specified  beverages  and  foods,  different 
limits  which  in  certain  substances  apply  only  for  a limited  period 

(d)  do  not  apply  in  the  case  of  fish  (including  Crustacea  and  molluscs) 
or  any  product  containing  such  fish  for  which  a natural  lead 
content  in  excess  of  2,0  p.p.m,  has  been  established. 

These  regulations  come  into  operation  on  the  l6th  day  of  April,  19^2, 
and  two  years  after  that  date  a reduced  limit  will  apply  in  the  case  of  the  foods 
specified  in  Part  II  of  the  Schedule,  They  also  provide  that  where  ar^  food  is 
certified  by  a public  analyst  as  containing  lead  in  excess  of  that  specified 
that  food  may  be  treated  for  the  purpose  of  Section  9 of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
(under  which  food  may  be  seized  and  destroyed  on  the  order  of  a justice  of  the 
peace)  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Lend  is  one  of  the  most  v/idespread  and  serious  of  the  metallic 
contaminants  of  food  and  drinl:  and  repeated  small  doses,  each  of  which  is  too 
small  to  produce  ar^y  demonstrable  effect  by  itself,  may  in  course  of  time  prove 
toxic.  It  is  rather  remarkable,  in  fact,  that,  with  all  the  knowledge  that  has 
acctimulated  over  the  years  as  to  the  toxic  action  of  lead,  these  new  Regulations 
are  first  to  lay  down  specific  limits  of  lead  in  food.  It  has,  however,  always 
been  the  prerogative  of  the  public  analyst  to  state  whether  in  his  opinion  a 
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food  was  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  in  doing  this  he  would  naturally  take 
into  account  the  effect  of  a substance  which  may  be  regarded  as  a cumulative 
poison.  Nevertheless,  it  is  gratifying  to  have  an  opinion  supported  by  legislation 
which  has  followed  the  recommendations  of  the  Food  Standards  Committee. 

The  Foods  Standards  (Edible  Gelatine)  Order,  1951  is  amended  by  the  above 
Regulations  as  respects  the  lead  content  of  edible  gelatine,  which  is  now  limited 
to  5 p.p.m#  instead  of  the  previous  limit  of  7 p*p»ffi. 

The  Labelling  of  Food  (Amendment)  Regulations,  I96I.  Statutory  Instrument,  19^1, 
No.  A40)  take  effect  fi^m  the  20th  of  March  19^2,  amending  the  Labelling  of  Food 
Order,  1953 • These  Regulations  exempi  certain  wines  from  the  requirement  to 
declare  on  the  label  the  fruit  basis  and  alcohol  content,  provided  that  the  wines 
have  been  obtained  by  the  fexTnentation  of  grapes,  and  no  other  fruit,  and  have 
not  been  subject  to  any  process  so  as  to  alter  their  character. 

Report  on  Toxic  Chemicals  in  Agriculture  and  Food  Storage o - 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Report  of  the  Research  Study  Group  on 
Toxic  Chemicals  in  Agriculture  and  Food  Storage  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  was  published.  The  terms  of  reference  of  the  Group  were  - 
•To  study  the  need  for  further  research  into  the  effects  of  the  use  of  toxic 
chemicals  in  agriculture  and  food  storage  and  to  make  recommendations.* 

I 

It  states  the  broad i conclusion  ihat  arrangements  have  been  generally 
successful  in  ensuring  the  safe  use  of  pesticides,  and  there  is  no  evidence  of 
chronic  effects  from  the  ingestion  of  traces  of  pesticides  in  food. 

The  Food  and  Dnigs  Act,  1955»  contains  powers  for  making  regulations  for 
setting  upper  limits  for  residues  in  foods  and  for  prohibiting  the  presence  of 
any  particular  residue  or  class  of  residue.  The  Group  considered  that  legislative 
oontrol,  such  as  the  establishment  of  official  tolerances,  that  is,  maximum 
permitted  residue  levels,  would  be  a difficult  problem,  and  whilst  recommending  a 
Code 'of  Practice  they  saw  no  justification  for  recommending  the  very  large  amount 
of  research  that  would  be  necessaxy  to  provide  data  for  Statutory  maximum  levels 
of  residues  of  all  pesticides. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  continues  to  issue  circulars 
containing  current  recommendations  on  the  use  of  cejrtain  chemical  compounds  in 
agriculture  and  food  storage.  New  and  revised  recommendations  are  issued  from 
time  to  time,  and  the  advice  given  for  the  protection  of  the  consumer  is 
undoubtedly  of  value  to  food  and  drug  authorities  and  port  health  authorities  in 
the  exercise  of  their  general  responsibilities  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 • 

Amongst  the  most  important  of  the  circulars  issued  was  that  recommending  that 
sodium  and  potassium  arsenites  should  not  be  used  in  agriculture  as  potato ; haulm 
destroyers  and  weed-killers. 

SAMPLES  TAKEN  UNDER  THE  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT.  1955 

The  total  niomber  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  examined  during  the  year  for 
the  County  Borough  of  Swansea  was  414.  The  fact  that  a sample  is  obtained  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  does  not  prevent  action  being  taken  by 
appropriate  Authorities  imder  other  legal  enactments,  and  therefore,  when  the 
samples  were  examined  and  reixjrted  upon,  regard  was  given  to  all  relevant 
legislation. 

The  nature  of  the  various  articles  submitted,  the  number  of  each  kind 
and  the  numbers  that  were  adulterated  or  otherwise  unsatisfactory  are  shown  in 
the  following  table.

The  total  number  of  milk  samples  submitted  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act 
for  the  determijiation  of  compositional  quality  during  the  year  was  338*  Of 
these,  322  were  samples  of  ordinary  milk  (including  9 ”appeal-to-cow"  samples) 
and  16  were  Channel  Islands  Milk,  They  were  taken  in  the  usual  way  by  the 
Official  Sampling  Officer  of  the  Department  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
usually  in  the  course  of  transit  and/or  delivery  to  the  dairies  concerned  with 
its  processing. 

None  of  the  samples  submitted  contained  either  colo\iring  matter  or 
preservative, 

APPEAL~T0-C0W  SAl^IiES'  - These  are  samples  of  milk  taken  by  a Sampling  Officer 
after  he  has  carefully  supervised  the  milking  of  the  cows.  They  are  obtained  for 
comparison  purposes  when  a previous  sample  from  the  same  source  has  been  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory  and  the  appeal-to-cow  samples  show  the  composition  of  the 
milk  "as  it  comes  from  the  cow," 

During  the  year  9 such  samples  were  taken  in  respect  of  informal  and 
subsequently  formal  samples  previously  found  to  contain  added  water.

I ORDINARY  MILK  - The  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  193 9»  states  that  where  a milk 
I contains  less  than  3 per  cent  of  fat  and  8,5  per  cent  solids  other  than  fat  (s,n,f«) 
! it  shall  be  presxmied,  until  the  contrary  is  proved,  that  the  milk  is  not  genuine, 

1 Therefore,  in  order  to  prove  that  the  milk  is  genuine  it  is,  necessary  on  the  part 
1 of  the  vendor,  to  show  that  it  is  "as  it  comes  from  the  cow,"  However,  it  has 
j been  the  custom  for  many  years  to  apply  the  freezing  point  test  to  any  milk  sample 
! suspected  of  being  adulterated-  by  the  addition  of  water,  becauge  if  the  milk  is 
I genuine  the  freezing  point  is  never  nearer  to  zero  than  -0,530  C,  In  the  report 
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of  the  Cook  Committee  on  the  composition  of  milk  (which  was  fully  reviewed  in 
the  Annual  Report  of  i960)  it  was  recommended  that  the  evidence  of  the  Hortvet 
(freezing  point)  test  should  be  accepted  in  legal  proceedings  as  proof  of  the 
presence  or  absence  of  added  water  in  a milk  sample. 

Of  the  522  samples  of  ordinary  milk  examined,  104  contained  less  than 
8,5  per  cent  of  non  fatty  solids,  but  the  Hortvet  (freezing  point)  test  show 
that  only  12  of  these  contained  added  water,  while  the  remaining  92  samples 
(=  to  28.6  per  cent  of  all  ordinaiy  milk  samples  submitted)  had  normal  freezing 
points  and  therefore  were  considered  to  be  genuine  but  naturally  poor  in  non- 
fatty solids. 

Four  of  these  milks,  including  two  "appeal-to-cow”  samples,  also  contained 
less, than  3 per  cent  of  fat. 

The  average  fat  of  the  whole  consignment  associated  with  each  of  these 
four  milks,  together  with  twenty  three  others  that  contained  less  than  3 per 
cent  of  fat,  but  more  than  8,5  per  cent  of  solids-non-fat,  was  over  3 per  cent. 
Invariably  the  milks  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  were  described  on  labels 
attached  to  the  chums  as  morning  milk.  After  the  milk  has  been  processed  at 
the  dairies  and  therefore  bulked  the  fat  content  is  always  over  3*0  per  cent 
and  is  regarded  as  satisfactoiy  "at  the  point  of  sale  to  the  consumer,” 

Most  of  the  adulterated  samples  were  taken  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 
Two  informal  samples  from  the  same  producer  containing  at  least  2 per  cent  of 
added  water  were  followed  up  by  four  formal  samples.  Of  these  only  one,  an 
evening  milk,  contained  a trace  (approximately  2 per  cent),  which  suggests 
carelessness  in  the  draining  of  bottles,  chums  or  processing  plan  rather  than 
deliberate  adulteration.  A warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  producer  by  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

One  morning  milk  containing  at  least  3 per  cent  added  water  was  followed 
up  by  three  further  samples,  all  of  which  were  genuine. 

Seven  formal  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain  added  water  ranging 
from  2 to  6 per  cent  and  were  considered  to  be  serious  enough  to  recommend 
proceedings.  The  appeal-to-cow  samples  were  taken  in  respect  of  these  formal 
samples,  and  the  defendant  was  fined  £5*  on  each  of  the  seven  charges  with 
24  guineas  costs. 

One  informal  milk  sample  teiken  in  the  last  quarter  contained  at  least 
19  per  cent  of  added' water,  both  by  comparison  of  the  solids-non-fat  content  with 
the  presumptive  minimum  of  8,5  per  cent  and  also  by  the  Hortvet  (freezing  point) 
test,  A follow  up  foiroal  sample,  however,  proved  to  be  genuine. 

CHANNEL  ISLANDS  MILK  - The  presumptive  standards  laid  down  in  the  Sale  of 
Milk  Regulations,  1939,  apply  to  all  milk,  but  in  addition  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Channel  Islands  and  South  Devon  Milk)  Regulations,  1956,  require  the  milk  for 
human  consumption  sold  under  the  special  designation  "Jersey  Milk,"  "Cuemsey 
Milk,"  "South  Devon  Milk"  or  "Channel  Islands  Milk"  shall  contain  not  less  than 
4.0  per  cent  of  fat.  An  extra  charge  may  be  made  for  such  milk  and  in  addition 
to  being  rich  in  fat  is  also  rich  in  non-fatty  solids  (the  protein  containing 
fraction)  which,  from  a nutritional  stand-point  is,  the  most  important  constituent 
of  milk. 

During  the  year  I6  samples  of  Channel  Islands  Milk  were  examined  for 
compositional  qualily.  One  sample  contained  only  3*7  per  cent  of  fat  but  this 
morning  milk  was  one  of  four  samples  from  the  same  producer.  The  average  fat 
of  the  whole  consignment  was  4.1  per  cent  and  therefore  exceeded  the  statutory 
minimum  of  4 pez^  cent, 

AVERAGE  COMPOSITION  OF  MILK  SAJ.1FLES  - The  average  composition  of  all  the  milk 
samples  submitted  during  the  year  is  given  in  the  table  below.  The  average 
composition  of  the  Channel  Islands  Milk  and  of  the  ordinary  milk  sample  (i,e,  all 
the  samples  other  than  Channel  Islands  Milk)  is  also  shown.  It  should  be  pointed 
out  that  the  average  compositions  are  calculated  from  the  results  of  all  the 
samples,  which  include  adulterated  samples.

They  covered  a wide  range  of  articles  and  particulars  of  the  twelve  samples  (8.8  per 
cent)  that  were  reported  upon  adversely  are  tabulated  below.

The  table  includes  examples  of  irregularities  in  the  labelling  of  prepacked 
articles  of  food,  contraventions  of  official  or  reconunended  standards  of  composition 
and  instances  of  the  presence  of  extraneous  matter. 

There  has  been  in  recent  years  a gradual  change  in  the  type  of  adulteration 
of  food.  Complaints  of  the  presence  of  foreign  bodies  in  food  are  now  commonplace 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  is  due  to  the  housewives  being  more  hygiene  consciou 
and  unhesitatingly  referring  their  complaints  to  the  local  authority  rather  than  the 
manufacturer.  Adiilteration  including  deficiencies  in  compositional  quality  and 
metallic  contamination  is  veiy  much  lessthan  it  used  to  be  and  when  such  irregular- 
ities are  found  it  can  nearly  always  be  traced  to  a fault  in  manufacture  rather  than 
deliberate  adulteration. 

Most  of  the  irregularities  in  composition  and  labelling  given  in  the  table 
call  for  little  further  comment.  Some  observations  on  a few  of  these  articles, 
however,  are  made  below. 

LASER  BEER  - On  advice  of  the  Legal  Department  no  action  was  taken  in  the  case  of 
this  complaint  by  a private  purchaser.  The  bottle  was  approximately  one  third  full 
on  receipt.  The  rim  at  the  top  of  the  bottle  was  broken  and  the  bottle  had  been 
corked.  The  Penicillium  mould  growth  could  have  occurred  at  any  time  after  the 
bottle  had  been  opened.  Other  samples  from  the  same  consignment  were  in  perfect 
condition. 
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INSTANT  COFFEE  - Dried  coffee  extract  is  not  included  in  the  Schedule  of  Foodstuffs 
in  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives  etc.  in  Pood)  Regulations,  1925  in  which 
sulphur  dioxide  is  permitted  as  a preservative.  The  presence  of  140  p.p.m,  of 
sulphur  dioxide  therefore  appeared  to  infringe  these  Regxilations  and  the  firm 
concerned  were  invited  to  make  observations  on  the  matter.  Although  it  was  admitted 
that  sulphur  dioxide  was  present  it  had  not  been  added  deliberately  as  such  and  was 
in  fact  an  unavoidable  consequence  of  the  method  of  manufacture,  since  it  results 
unintentionally  during  the  spray  drying  of  the  aqueous  coffee  extract.  The  hot  air 
used  in  the  drying  operations  is  obtained  from  direct  oil  fired  air  heaters,  which 
are  in  general  international  use  for  the  spray  (drying  of  coffee  extracts.  The  highest 
grade  of  light  fuel  oil  commercially  available  contains  up  to  one  per  cent  of  sulphur, 
and  therefore,  the  hot  air  resulting  from  the  direct  firing  of  oil  inevitably 
contains  sulphur  dioxide,  and  it  appears  that  the  absorption  of  sulphur  dioxide 
reaches  equilibrium  at  a maximum  of  150  p.p.m.  in  the  final  product.  The  sulphur 
dioxide  serves  no  function  as  a preservative  as  it  enters  the  extract  at  the  moment 
of  its  instantaneous  reduction  to  the  dry  state  in  which  form  coffee  solids  are 
naturally  resistant  to  bacterial  action.  Further,  the  amount  present  in  a beverage 
made  with  the  coffee  would  contain  only  a few  parts  per  million  of  sulphur  dioxide 
eund  this  amount  is  insignificant  in  comparison  with  that  recommended  in  the  Public 
Health  (Preservatives  etc.  in  Food)  Regulations  for  other  beverages  to  be  consumed 
in  the  undiluted  state,  for  example,  soft  drinks  etc. 

It  is  probable  that;  £^ny  new  Preservatives  Regulations  which  are  being  drafted 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  will  include  a provision  for 
Instant  Coffee  to  contain  a maximum  sulphur  dioxide  content  of  150  p.p.m. 

CANNED  MEAT  PRODUCTS  - In  view  of  the  return  of  highly  competitive  selling  it  is 
even  more  important  that  attempts  be  made  to  maintain  suitable  standards  for  such 
meat  products  as  boneless  chicken  and  curried  chicken  with  mushrooms,  which  should, 
in  my  opinion,  contain  not  less  than  95  per  cent  and  45  per  cent  of  meat  respect- 
ively. However,  no  standards  for  these  and  similar  products  exist,  although  the 
Food  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have 
the  subject  londer  review,  and  for  this  reason  the  legal  department  advised  that  no 
action  should  be  taken  pending  the  report  of  the  Food  Standards  Committee.  At 
present  it  seems  reasonable  to  judge  such  canned  meat  products  on  the  basis  of  the 
standards  laid  dora  in  the  Meat  Products  (No.  2)  Order,  1952.  This,  however,  was 
a price  control  order  and  it  was  revoked  shortly  after  it  had  become  operative,  but 
the  meat  content  requirements  represented  reasonable  conunercial  practice  lat  that  time# 
Such  standards  would  guai-antee  the  consumer  a minimum  of  quality,  and  avoids 
Magistrates  having  frequently  to  decide  betv/een  the  conflicting  views  of  expert 
witnesses  called  for  the  prosecution  and  defence.  They  have  only  to  make  a decision 
on  the  facts  before  them. 

SUGARI-ESS  PASTILIi:S  - Ydien  the  manufacturers  of  this  product  were  informed  of  the 
irregularity  they  pointed  out  that  when  considering  the  labelling  of  this 
prepai'ation  in  the  first  instance  they  were  thinking  in  terms  of  sugar  confectionery, 
which  is  exempt  froai  the  labelling  requirements  of  Part  II,  Article  4(5)  of  The 
Labelling  of  Food  Order  1953  • However,  the  manufacturers  adaiitted  that  the  very 
nature  of  the  preparation  does  not  permit  the  presence  of  sugar,  since  it  is 
intended  for  diabetics,  and  they  readily  agreed  to  include  on  the  label,  in  future, 
a complete  formula  declaration  under  the  terms  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  1941. 

TOMATO  PIQUANT  - At  the  Magistrates  Court  on  October  25th,  I96I  a firm  was 
prosecuted  for  selling  a bottle  of  tomato  piquant  which  did  not  comply  with  the 
Food  Standards  (Tomato  Ketchup)  Order  1949,  being  deficient  in  tomato  solids. 

The  real  issue  was  whether  the  description  'Tomato  Piquant'  would  lead  an  intending 
purchaser  into  believing  he  was  buying  tomato  sauce.  In  dismissing  the  case,  the 
chairman  said  the  Bench  considered  the  word  'piquant'  was  in  no  way  misleading. 

lOTHER  -ARTICLES  - In  the  case  of  the  sediment  in  the  milk  bottle  and  the  peculiar 
[taste  of  the  milk  shake  the  origin  could  not  be  traced.  The  remaining  stock  of 
the  overheated  canned  cream  was  destroyed,  and  the  manufacturers  of  the  sausage 
iroll  and  the  soup  powder  were  informed  of  the  irregularities. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Meas\irements  of  atmospheric  pollution  have  been  made  in  Swansea  since 
January,  1934.  They  are  made  at  sites  and  with  apparatus  approved  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  to  which  organisation  the 
results  are  sent  every  month  for  collation  and  publication.  Besides  being 
of  local  interest,  therefore,  th^  are  a valuable  contribution  to  a nation- 
wide survey.  Since  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  came  into  operation,  these 
measurements  have  assumed  even  greater  importance  for  they  provide  the  only 
means  of  assessing  quantitatively  any  improvement  in  pollution  of  the  air 
resulting  from  the  implementation  of  this  Act, 

A standard  deposit  gauge  and  a lead  peroxide  apparatus  for  the  measure- 
ment of  the  activity  of  the  sulphur  gases  in  the  air  have  been  maintained  since 
1954  by  the  public  health  inspectorate  under  the  general  supervision  of 
Ml’,  D,  P,  Jones,  the  Chief  Inspector,  at  each  of  three  sites,  viz,  the  Scala 
Cinema  in  Pentre  Guinea  Road,  St,  Thomas,  at  Church  Road,  Llansamlet,  and  at 
the  Guildhall,  In  June,  1959>  apparatus  for  the  daily  measurement  of  the  amount 
of  suspended  matter  (smoke)  and  the  concentration  of  acid  sulphur  gases  was 
installed  and  put  into  operation  at  Morriston,  and  in  December,  1959  similar 
prov3,3ion  was  made  at  Norton  Villa  Clinic,  Mumbles, 

The  deposit  gauge  is  used  to  measiore  the  rate  at  which  atmospheric 
pollution  is  deposited  and,  by  inference,  the  rate  at  which  it  is  emitted 
into  the  air.  It  consists  essentially  of  a glass  bowl  approximately  12 
inces  in  diameter  and  of  acciu’ately  known  area,  which  drains  the  rainfall 
into  a bottle  of  about  10  litres  capacity,  and  after  it  has  been  exposed  on 
the  site  for  one  calendar'  month  the  extent  of  pollution  by  deposited  matter  is 
determined  by  analysis  of  both  the  rain  water  and  the  insoluble  matter  collected. 
The  full  examination  of  the  deposit  includes  the  determination  of  the  volume  of 
liquid  (rain)  collected,  its  pH  value,  and  its  content  of  calcium,  chloride  and 
sulphate  ions  and  of  total  dissolved  matter;  the  undissolved  matter  is  weighed 
and  analysed  for  ash,  ”tar”  (i,e,  material  soluble  in  carbon  disulphide),  and 
other  combustible  matter.  The  results  are  expressed  in  tons  per  square  mile 
per  month. 

One  of  the  most  deleterious  products  of  the  combustion  of  fuels  is  sulphur 
present  in  the  form  of  its  oxides,  mainly  sulphur*  dioxide.  Sulphur  gases  are 
discharged  into  the  atmosphere  with  the  chimney  gases  wherever  f^uel  in  the 
form  of  coal,  coke,  fuel  oil  or  unpurified  gases  is  burnt,  and  it  is  these 
invisible  gases  v/hich  cause  such  damage  to  man,  property  and  vegetation.  Their 
"activity  of  attack"  is  measured  by  a standard  procedure  involving  the  use  of 
lead  peroxide,  while  the  mean  daily  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  is 
determined  by  a volumetric  method. 

In  the  lead  peroxide  method  a small  porcelain  cylinder  or  "candle"  is 
coated  with  a lead  peroxide  paste  which  is  allowed  to  diy.  It  is  then  exposed 
to  the  air  for  one  month,  after  which  it  is  analysed  for  sulphates  since  the 
sulphur  dioxide  taken  up  from  the  air  is  oxidised  by  the  lead  peroxide  to 
sulphate.  To  protect  the  candle  from  rain  and  external  damage  during  exposure 
it  is  housed  in  a louvered  box.  The  results  are  expressed  in  empirical  units, 
viz,  milligrams  of  sulphur  trioxide  per  day  per  100  square  centimetres  of 
standard  lead  peroxide  exposed  in  the  standard  apparatus;  they  thus  provide 
comparative  data  only,  but  they  afford  a means  of  comparing  the  intensity  of 
pollution  of  the  air  by  sulphui*  gases  at  different  places  and  times,  and  they 
give  a useful  indication  of  the  relative  effects  of  polluted  atmosphere  upon 
buildings,  stonework,  metals  and  paints. 

The  determination  of  the  concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide  is  combined 
with  the  daily  measurements  of  the  amount  of  suspended  matter  (smoke)  in  the 
air.  The  method  used  is  to  draw  a measured  volume  of  air  throu^  a white 
filter  paper  which  collects  the  smoke  and  then  through  a bubbler  containing 
a dilute  neutral  hydrogen  peroxide  solution  which  oxidises  the  sxolphur  dioxide 
to  sulphuric  acid.  The  acidity  of  the  solution  ih' the  bubbler  is  determined 
each  day  by  titration  with  standard  alkali  solution,  and  this  is  used  to 
calculate  the  equivalent  sulphur  dioxide  concentration  in  the  air. 
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The  filter  paper  collects  the  suspended  impurity  in  the  air  consisting  of 
particles  almost  all  of  which  are  smaller  than  20  microns  (0.002  cm.)  diameter, 
which  seldom,  if  ever  settle  as  a deposit,  and  are  often  visible  as  *haze*. 

Only  these  smaller  particles  are  breathed  into  the  lungs  and  are  much  smaller 
than  the  deposited  matter  measured  in  the  deposit  gauge.  These  particles  appear 
on  the  paper  as  a uniform  circular  grey  stain,  the  intensity  of  which  is  measured 
photometrically  using  a standardised  reflectometer,  and  from  the  reading  obtained 
the  concentration  of  smoke  in  the  air  is  calculated.  The  results  are  expressed 
as  micrograms  of  smoke  per  cubic  metre  of  air. 

Measurements  for  I96I  - The  monthly  results  obtained  by  analysis  of  the 
contents  of  the  deposit  gauges  and  of  the  lead  peroxide  candles  at  the  St.  Thomas, 
Llansamlet  and  Guildhall  stations  are  given  in  Tables  A,  B and  C. 

l!he  apparatus  for  the  determination  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  concentration 
is  situated  at  the  Morriston  Clinic  and  at  the  Norton  Villa  Clinic,  Mumbles. 

The  actml  measiirements  are!  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  (chiefly  Mr,  0.  G. 
Davies)  with  guidance  from  your  Public  Analyst's  Laboratory,  and  I have  been 
asked  to  include  these  in  sy  report  so  as  to  present  a complete  record  of  the 
work  on  atmospheric  pollution.  The  results  obtained  at  these  two  Clinics  are 
summarised  in  table  D. 
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Deposited  Matter  - It  will  be  observed  from  tables  A,B  and  C that  each  of 
the  thi*ee  stations  widely  differing  quantities  of  material  are  often  collected  in 
the  deposit  gauge  in  successive  months.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  rate  of 
deposition  of  pollution  in  any  one  specified  locality  depends  not  only  on  the  fuel 
consumed  in  that  locality  but  also  on  rainfall,  the  strength  and  direction  of  the 
wind  and  other  variable  meteorological  factors.  Hence,  only  a small  part  of  the 
difference  is  due  to  variations  in  the  rate  at  which  pollution  is  emitted.  On  the 
average  over  a long  time,  however,  rainfall,  wind,  and  the  other  meteorological 
variables  are  approximately  the  same,  so  that  changes  in  the  emission  of  atmospheric 
pollution  can  be  detected.  Experience  has  shown  that  reliable  conclusions  can  be 
drawn  from  the  data  gathered  at  the  same  test-site  over  periods  of  five  years,  and 
for  this  reason  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  to  issue  periodically  reports  in  which  comparison  is  made  of  these  five- 
yearly  averages.  In  this  way  changes  in  the  amount  of  atmospheric  contamination 
can  be  determined  and  their  significance  can  be  statistic? lly  assessed.  Trends  in 
pollution  are  thus  ascertained. 


Table  E below  shown  the  total  amovmts  of  the  various  pollutants  deposited  at 
the  three  stations  during  1961,  while  in  table  P summaries  of  the  results  at  eaoh 
station  are  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  five  years.

St,  Thomas;-  It  is  evident  that  between  1956  and  i960  there  was  a gradual 
reduction  in  the  insoluble  deposited  matter  at  this  station  although  the 
figures  for  l96l  were  approximately  the  same  as  the  previous  year, 

Llansamlet:  - Between  1956  and  1959  the  extent  of  pollution  at  this  station 
remained  about  the  same  and  the  significant  reduction  in  the  insoluble 
deposited  matter  during  i960  was  maintained  throughout  1961  there  being  very 
little  difference  in  the  figures  shown  for  these  last  2 years, 

Guildhall: - In  the  cleaner  area  surrounding  the  Guildhall  the  gradual  reduction 
in  the  insoluble  deposited  matter  has  continued  and  during  l96l  the  pollution 
has  been  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  area  of  Swansea, 

Results  published  by  the  D, S,I.R,  are  now  in  the  units  of  milligrams  per 
square  metre  per  day,  but  in  practice  the  conversion  from  tons  per  square  mile 
per  year  involves  a simple  multiplication  of  the  old  figures  by  a factor  of 
1.075. 

' The  national  average  of  insoluble  deposited  matter  for  all  local  authority 
deposit  gauges  exposed  during  195S/59  is  128  milligrams  per  square  metre  per 
day.  The  corresponding  figures  for  St,  Thomas,  Llansamlet,  and  the  Guildhall 
are  129,  111  and  51  milligrams  per  square  meter  per  day  respectively. 

Active  Sulphur  Pollution  during  1961, 

The  results  of  the  monthly  measurements  of  the  sulphur  gases  in  the 
atmosphere  by  the  lead  peroxide  method  have  been  given  in  Tables  A,  B and  C« 

This  method  of  estimating  sulphur  gives  a measure  of  the  activity  of  attack  of 
the  sulphurous  gases  upon  the  buildings,  building  materials,  paints  and  metals, 

A clean  rural  atmosphere  will  give  an  active  sulphur  pollution  figure  of  approx- 
imately 0,25  milligrams  of  SO^  per  100  square  centimetres  of  lead  peroxide  per 
day,  while  heavily  polluted  industrial  areas  give  a figure  of  5 or  more.  The 
seasonal  and  yearly  average  results  obtained  at  the  three  stations  for  1961  are 
shown  in  Table  G,  together  with  the  average  results  for  the  years  1955  to  i960.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a significant  reduction  during  I96l 
in  all  stations  where  the  peroxide  candles  were  exposed.  These  results 
reflect  the  successful  measures  taken  by  the  Department  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  to  reduce  atmospheric  pollution.  The  differerjce  in  the 
degree  of  pollution  between  the  summer  and  winter  months  is  smaller  than  in 
previous  years. 
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Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Concentrations  - These  measurements  were 
commenced  at  Morriston  Clinic  in  June  1959  and  at  Norton  Villa  Clinic  in 
December  1959*  The  results  for  1961,  given  in  Table  D,  are  for  the  second 

complete  year.  During  19^1,  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Scientific 

and  Industrial  Research,  to  whom  the  results  are  sent  every  month  for  collation 
and  publication,  the  units  of  measurement  were  altered  and  are  now  expressed 
as  miorograms  per  cubic  metre  of  air  instead  of  milligrams  per  100  cubic 
metre  of  air  for  the  smoke  concentration,  and  for  the  sulphur  dioxide  concen- 
tration as  micrograms  per  cubic  metre  of  air  instead  of  parts  per  100  million 
by  volume.

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  H that  there  has  been^an  overall  reduction  of 
both  the  sulphur  dioxide  and  the  smoke  concentration . since  i960. 

The  most  recent  figures  available  for  the  extent  of  pollution  over  the 
whole  country  are  those  for  the  years  1959  to  i960  and  in  reporting  these 
results  the  country  has  been  divided  into  regions.  The  average  values  of 
sulphur  dioxide  and  smoke  concentration  for  Wales  and  the  South  of  England 
(v/hich  are  included  in  one  region)  are  97  and  118  miorograms  per  cubic 
metre,  compared  with  the  Inner  London  Area  of  274  and  219  miorograms  per 
cubic  metre  respectively.  The  national  average  for  all  urban  areas  collating 
the  results  of  some  500  instruments  is  191  " 220  miorograms  per  cubic  metre 
of  sulphur  dioxide. 

It  will  be  evident  from  Table  H that  the  pollution  at  the  two  points  of 
sampling  in  Swansea  are  well  below  the  average  for  the  region  and  about  a 
quarter  of  the  national  average  for  all  urban  areas. 
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WATERS, 


127  samples  of  water  were  examined  for  the  Waterworks  Department  and 
30  for  the  Public  Health  Department.  They  were  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  for  physical  and  microscopical  (biological)  examination. 

They  included  samples  from  the  Usk  Reservoir,  from  the  Bryngwyn  Filtration 
Works  before  and  after  treatment,  from  the  inlet  to  Clase  Reservoir,  from 
the  Cray  Reservoir  after  treatment  at  Nant-yr-Wydd  Gauge  Basin,  from  the 
Lliw  Reservoir  supplying  Velindre,  from  the  River  Llynfell  at  Dan-yr-Ogof 
caves,  from  the  town  service  reservoir,  private  dwelling  houses,  and  other 
premises  throughout  the  Borough.  Three  samples  were  submitted  from  the 
Daren,  Clydach^ilerthyr,  and  Felin  Fran  Collieries  for  complete  mineral 
analysis,  and  four  samples  from  the  River  Cothi. 

Four  samples  of  swimming  bath  water  were  submitted  by  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  appropriate  comments  were  made  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  water. 


FERTILISERS  AM)  FEEDING  STUFFS 

Twelve  samples  of  fertilisers  and  fifteen  of  feeding  stuffs  were  sub- 
mitted for  analysis  under  the  pix>visions  of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding 
Stuffs  Act  by  Mr'.  F.W.  Brown,  Chief  Inspector  of  Wei^ts  and  Measures. 

The  nature  of  these  articles  and  the  numbers  of  each  that  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  were  as  follows:-  >

Two  of  the  Compound  Feeding  Stuffs  were  formal  samples,  the  rest  of  tliem 
were  informal  samples. 

The  Act  requires  "Statutory  Statements"  of  composition  to  be  given  with 
fertilisers  and  feeding  stuffs,  and  Regulations  under  the  Act  prescribes  limits 
of  variation  between  the  statement  and  the  actual  composition  of  the  article. 

Two  of  the  samples  of  Compound  Fertilisers  were  deficient  in  water-soluble 
phosphoric  acid  and  contained  an  excess  of  insoluble  phosphoric  acid,  the  var- 
iation from  the  guaranteed  percentages  being  slightly  outside  the  limits  alloived 
by  the  Regulations.  It  is  likely  that  in  the  course  of  time  there  has  been 
reversion  of  some  of  the  originally  soluble  phosphoidc  acid  to  insoluble  phos- 
phoric acid. 

Another  sample  of  Compound  Fertiliser  was  not  in  accordance  with  the 
"Statutory  Statement",  It  was  deficient  of  0.8  per  cent  of  nitrogen,  1.0  per 
cent  deficient  of  soluble  phosphoric  acid  and  2.0  per  cent  excess  of  potash. 

One  sample,  described  as  a Compound  Fertiliser,  was  in  fact  a rather  unusual 
mixture  of  Nitro-Chalk  and  ammonium  nitrate.  The  voluntary  declaration  of  the 
presence  of  carbonate  of  lime  was  correct,  but  the  presence  of  a small  amount  of 
phosphate  was  not  declared. 

The  results  of  analysis  of  the  thirteen  informal  samples  of  feeding  stuffs 
showed  that  two  of  them  did  not  agree,  within  the  permitted  limits  of  variation 
with  the  particulars  given  in  the  Statutory  Statements.  One  sample  was  5*2  parts 
per  cent  deficient  in  protein  and  another  0.9  parts  per  cent  deficient  in  oil. 
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Two  formal  samples  of  Battery  and  Deep  Litter  Mash  were  each  found  to 
be  3.5  parts  per  cent  deficient  in  protein,  arid  since  these  samples  were 
taken  at  different  times  at  the  same  premises  it  was  considered  desirable 
to  institute  proceedings  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act, 
1926.  The  consent  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  is 
necessary  to  institute  proceedings  and.  this  was  obtained  by  the  CMef 
Inspector  of  the  V/e,ights  and  Measures  Departmento  The  third  portion  of 
the  formal  sample  was  analyised  by  the  Department  of  the  Government  Chemist 
and  the  protein  deficiency  was  confirmed.  The  fiim  was  found  guilty  and 
fined  five  pounds.

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  work  was  carried  out  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Stanley  Dixon,  M,Sc,,  F,R,I,C, , who  retired  on  the  30th  June, 
having  served  as  Public  Analyst  to  the  City  of  Cardiff  since  1929,  and  to 
the  County  Borough  of  Swansea  since  1942,  I regard  it  as  a distinguished 
privilege  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  Mr,  Dixon  and  hope  that  the  Council 
will  find  the  sei*vice  offered  as  satisfactory  in  the  future  as  it  has  been 
in  the  last  nineteen  years. 
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
